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AMERICANS SEE 
~CAMORRA. TRIAL 


Said That New Yiork De- 
tectives Are Present. 


Hope Is Entertained' That Dur- 
ing the Trials Some Light 
Will Be Thrown on the As- 
sassination of Lieutenant Pe- 
trosino. ;

Rome, May 6 .—( Special. )—Many 
Americans have attended the Camorra 
trials at Viterbo, and it is said two 
New York detectives, one an Italian- 
American, have kept close watch on all 
the suspicious-looking men in or near 
the courthouse. 

The hope is entertained that some 
light will be thrown on the assassina- 
tion of Police Lieutenant Joseph Petro- 
sino, the New York detective, which 
occurred in Palermo a few years ago. 
Mis murder is attributed to the Camor- 
fa. which in turn has been called the 
‘Mafia, the Camorra, the Black Hand 
and the Italian Vemgerichte. The name 
“Black Hand” was purely an invention, 
there being no such organization in 
Italy. 

The Camorra, which is now so prom. 
inently tn the public eye, had its origin 
120 years ago in the filthy dungeons of 
old Naples, where it originated as a 
blackmailing association among the 
prisoners themselves. Thence it spread 
outside, until its very name became a 
byword and a terror to law-abiding 
folk. All had to subscribe to its funds, 
or suffer death. 

Mostly the victims were poor people, 
whose taking off attracted but little 
attention. A cabman refused to hand 
over’ a percentage of his takings, a 
small shopkeeper déthned to be black- 
mailed. Each was found stabbed to 
@eath, and on each body was a tell- 
‘tale mark, two knife slashes

vengeance. Or the victim's face would 
be branded with a capital “S,””’ showing 
that the dead man had himself been 
a Camorrist who had incurred the 
vengeance of his associates by giving 
information to the police.

The pope, who ts proud of the fact 
that in his younger days he was a 
Plain country parish priest, is opposed 
to all favors of extravagance.

It is fifty years since the crown was 
offered by the first Italian parliament 
to Victor Emmanuel, king of Sardinia, 
and accepted by him. The jubilee of

thfoughout the peninsula by cere- 
monies.

In practice that) means that the 
diet must cease to exist. For it re- 
fuses absolutely to adcept the uncon- 
stitutional “law,” and renly stands ‘for 
its rights against the despotic Stoly- 
pin. Stolypin retorts in his newspaper, 
Rossiya, with threats that the diet, 
which has been thrice dissolved in 
vain, will not be abolished altogether. 
And that means that. not, only will 
Finland ceagee to have a parilament, 
but {t will cease to be a model of prog- 
reas and order to all Murope. And in- 
eidentally, it will cease to have four- 
teen women members among its total 
of two hundred, whose tndustry, tal- 
ents and practical capacity are a stand- 


ing justification of the claims of femi- 


nists all over the world. 
Success of the Women. 

The success of these fourteen wom- 
en tnembers of the di¢dt ts evidence of 
the extraordinarily advanced position 
of women's emancipation in remote, ob- 
scure Finland. <Any cpuntry, however 
backward, could give its women the 
right to sit in parliament, but only a 
really progressive county could pro- 
duce a large number of women who 
are in every respect equipped to sit. 
Yet that is the character of the wom- 
en in thé Finnish diet, and there is 
now no men in Finland who would 
consent to see them excluded. They 
are good speakers, in no way given 
to “oratory,” specialists and practical 
workers in social legislation and 
above all, believers in work and ene- 
mies of unconsidered sentiment. They 
have not fulfilled the dread of the anti- 
suffragist that women law-makers 
would disrupt family life. Many Fin- 
nish women voted for parties which 
their husbands opposed; others Kept 
in line with their families. But in 
no case was anything heard of family 
differences due to politics. The sex 
question did not enter into the elec- 
tions at all. Men voted for women 
candidates and women voted for men 
candidates entirely upon political and 
social grounds, and it is these grounds 
and not the sex issue upon which men 
and women vote in the diet today. 

The Finnish women members of the 
Diet do not form a woman’s party, nor 
do they all belong to any particular 
party. Every party, Swedish, Old Fin- 
nish and socialist has at least one wom- 
an member. The socialists have nine, 
the Swedes two and the other two*par- 
tiles each have one. The preponder- 
ance of socialists is not due to any 
particular female love df socialism, but 
to the fact that the socialist party is 
by far the largest in the 4€let. 

Socialist Women Members. 

The socialist women members were 
elected by both men and women voters. 
One of the most important of them is 
Mrs, Hilja -Parssinen, who has been a 
member of the diet since 1907, the year 
in which the law was passed permit- 
ting women to occupy all offices in 
Finland. Mrs. Parssinen, who-is the 
daughter of a Lutheran clergymen, is 
a talented teacher, Journalist and 
poetess. She has published a volume 
of lyrical poems; written much on 
women's suffrage, motherhood insur- 
ance and other social matters. Social 
legislation generally is the strong 
point of the Finnish woman legislators, 
as it is of the men. Mrs Parssinen has 
another characteristic ef the Finnish 
woman legislator. She is a real and 
active, not an ornamental, politician. 
She has introduced into the diet bills 
on motherhood insuranpe and educa- 
tion; and so compulsory primary edu- 
She 
has also mothered bills to prevent the 
overworking of clerks and shop girls; 
to prevent the employment of children 
in street selling, and to mitigate the 
too severe punishments hitherto in- 
flicted in case of infanticide committed 
while in a state of frenzy. 

A type of the active Finnish organ- 
izer and agitator is Miss Teklg Hultin. 
To. Miss Hultin’s credit are due two 
remarkable Finnish achievements, one 


* 


tion, the ether in that of the emanci- 
pation of Piniand from Russian tyran- 
ny. The first was that Miss Hultin, 
who was born in 1864, was the first 
Finnish woman to obtain the difficult 
degree of Doctor of Philology. That 
was achieved in 1897. Shortly after- 
wards she appeared in politics, where 
she was destined to play a role as 
patriot. She developed imto a political 
pamphleteer and journalist, and be- 
came editorial writer on a Finnish 
newspaper. The newspaper was stopped 
by the Russian governor, Bobrikoff, 
who afterwards was assassinated by a 
Finn. Then came the stirring events 
of 1905. Although Bobrikoff was dead, 
and a much better governor, Obolen- 
sky, sat in his place, the Finnish con- 
stitution was at its lowest ebb. The 
Finns saw only one chance of getting 
back their freedom from Nicholas II. 
This was that the Russian revolution 
should™”succeed. In October the Rus- 
sians made their great general «strike. 
Not only artisans and laborers, rail- 
way men and factory hands, but also 
even officials, lawyers, and doctors 
stopped work, in protest against the 
Czar’s corruption and despotism. 
General Strike Called. 

The Finns saw their chance. 
too, proclaimed a genera! strike. Per- 
fect order was kept; but the Russian 
governor was practically deposed, and 
had to take refuge on a warship. In 
Russia the strike led to a complete 
surrender by the Czar, and to the proc- 
lamation of tht constitution of October 
30, and Finland also got back its lber- 
ties and constitution. Naturally, when 
Nicholas Il. again felt safe in the vad- 
die, he took back his promises; and 
that is the cause of the trouble today. 
In this liberationist movement Miss 
Hultin took a historic role. She was 
elected by the people to the general 
strike committee; helped to direct the 
victorious operations, and since then 
has been a heroine to all Finland. 

Miss Hultin had been a strong wom- 
en's suffragist. When woman's suf- 
frage was gained, she entefed the diet 
as a member of the young Finnish par- 
ty. There, as pFfactical politician, she 
plays a dominant role. Whenever a 
social committee of the diet is appoint- 
ed to solve some particularly knotty 
problem Miss Hultin is elected a mem- 
ber. Lately she was commissioned by 
the government to carry out an official 
inquiry as to the effects of night work 
on women. She acquitted: herself bril- 
liantly. Both as patriot in great crises, 
and as legislator and reformer in 
everyday life, she holds as high a posi- 
tion as any Finn of male sex. 

Another female doctor of philosophy 
who sits in the diet is Jenny af For- 
selles, teacher of history in the giris’ 
intermediate school, and editress of an 


They, 


important woman's review. She is «! 
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Swede by race, and a member of the 
Swedish party. In social matters she is 
indefatigable. She is the authoress 
of a bill protecting children from ex- 
ploitation and ill-treatment. Her col- 
league, Miss Vera Hijelt, is even more 
notable, because she has shown that 
Finnish women are quite as different in 
industry as they are in sociology. Miss 
Hjelt has sat in the diet since 1908. 
She belongs to the Swedish party; sits 
on many legislative committees, and 
ig one of the most prominent states- 
women in Ftnland. 
Trained as School Teacher. 

Like most other Finnish women poli- 
ticlans, Miss Hjelt was trained as an 
elementary school teacher. She after- 
wards completed a Sloyd course at 
Naas, in Sweden; and when she return- 
ed opened a Sloyd school at Helsing- 
fors. Her plunge into industry was the 
starting of a sawmill and joiner’s 
workship; and this enterprise flourish- 
ed soebrilliantly that it was soon dig- 
nified into a public company, with the 
foundress as technical adviser. Miss 
Hjelt is an indefatigable publicist. She 
takes a great interest in women’s wel- 
fare, and has written numerous works 
on various phases of the subject. As 
a lecturer she has a high repwtation. 
Political economy and labor questions 
are her chief specialities. She holds 
the position of factory inspector of| 
women’s work; finds time to direct 
many philanthropic enterprises, and is 
a great favorite with everyone who 
knows her. 

One of the women members of the 
diet is an aristocrat. This is the Bar- 
oness Ida Yrjo-Koskinen, who was 
born in 1857, directed a girls’ school 
in Tavasthus before her marriage, and 
for the last ten years has been a teach- 
er at schools of political economy and 
a school on co-education principles at 
Tammerfors. The baroness is a Finn, 
and a strong propagandist of Finnish 
culture. She has translated many books 
into the Finnish language, and for 
years past has been president of the 
local branch of the Finnish Women’s 
Association. Baroness Yrjo-Koskinen, 
in her family relations, is a marked in- 
stance of the universality of the Finn- 
ish women’s movement. Of her three 
daughters, one is a doctor of medicine, 
another a student of mathematics and 
the third a law student. The baroness 
was appointed recently by the govern- 
inent to organize schools of political 
<conomy. She belongs to the old Finn- 
ish party, and is one of the women 
members who has also a husband sit- 
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merenury and h which doctors common!

The diet in which these five remark- 
able wonten play a so conspicuous role 
is now awaiting its fate. No man 
doubts what that fate will,be. It can- 
not surftender to Russia. Were it to 
surrender it would be stoned to death 
by every man, woman and child in Fin- 
land. This is not because the Finns 
are against compromi¢e. There is no 
possibility of compromise. What Rus- 
sia demands is absolute submission, 
and the right to flood what*is perhaps 


the best-governed state in Europe with 
an officialdom which is beyond all 
doubt immeasurably the worst. The 
Finns, therefore, stand steadfastly, and, 
certain as they ere of destruction, no 
man will give way. And among them 
will stand firmly their fourteen women 
legislators. So that if Finland's par- 
liament will soon cease to exist as liv- 
ing proof that women are fit to legis- 
late and rule, it will perish in a way 
which will give noble testimony that 
women equally with men are ready to 
sacrifice themselves for legality, jus- 
tice and freedom.

Boards empowered to fix minimum 
rates of wages were first established 
in Australia. In F896 the state of Vic- 
toria enacted a statute providing for 
especial wage boards, composed of an 


equal number of employers and em-'! 


ployees, and a chairman appointed by 
the government. Each represents a 
different industry and fixes such sched- 
ules of pay which are the lowest that 
any employer in the trade is permitted 
to give. “Slow workers” may, how- 
ever, be hired ‘at lower rates. 
Although the law was 
be an experiment for only three years, 
it was continued from 1899 to 1902, 
was re-enacted in the latter year at 
a special session of the legislature, 
called for that purpose, and has re- 
mained in operation ever since.

be continued and extended indefinitely. 
While not entirely abolishing, the 
law has diminished “sweating,” has 
maintained wages above the amounts 
paid in the unregulated trades, pro- 
moted organization among the work- 
ers, brought employers and employees 
closer together and elevated the plane 
of competition. The 
of the people of Victoria, including 
most of the employers in the regulated 
trades, seem to be satisfied. The chief 
defects of the scheme are the lack 
of a general definition of a standard 
living wage to be followed by all the 
boards, and the fact that it has not 
been extended to every industry. 
Between 1907 and 1909, New South 
Wales, Queensland and South Austra- 
lia adopted the wage board system. A 
few years ago a select committee, ap- 
pointed by the British house of com- 
mons to investigate the condition of 
the home workers in England, reco- 
ommended minimum wage boards as 
the one measure which promised relief 
to this. most oppressed class. Legis- 


lation in accordance with this report 


was enacted by parliament, but, as 
only a few months have passed since 
the boards. were established, there are 
no facts by which to estimate its ef- 
fects. 

The National Consumers’ League is 
urging similar legislation in the 
United States, particularly in trades 
employing women and children. More 
than one half, and possibly two-thirds 
of the adult male wage earners in 
this country receive less than seven 
hundrea dollars per year, which is 
assuredly the minimum upon which a 
man and wife and three or four child- 
ren can live decently. More than half 
and possibly two-thirds of

Or by legal enactment is open to this 
objection. Since these have not pro- 
duced the dire, results predicted, 
there is a fatr presumption that mini- 
mum wage legislation would like- 
Wise escape the contingency of higher 
prices.and increased unemployment. 
The greater part of the enchanced 
wage payents would probably come 
out of the increased efficiency 
of the workers themselves. Better con- 
ditions of living would enable em- 
ployees to produce more; higher wages 
would compel employers to introduce 
improved processes. Any increase in 
the price of iag products of the work- 
ers whose wages were raised would 
probably be more than offset by thetr 
greater purchasing power and by the 
larger expenditures of those willing 
It. is quite 
probable that employment would be 
Increased rather than decreased in 
consequence of a raise of wages by 
legislation. 

But would such legislation be de- 
clared unconstitutional? During. the 
last few years there has occurred a 
change in the attitude of the courts 
toward laws: which restrict freedom 
of contract in industrial relations. For 
example. the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Utah 
eight-hour case and in the Oregon 
ten-hour case, indicate that measures 
of this nature will be sustained if two 
conditions are fulfilled; first, that the 
statute aims to protect the health, 
safety, and welfare of the workers; 
and second, that the latter are un- 
able to attain this enq without as.- 
sistance. Depressed wages are at 
least as injurious as long hours and 
are equally incapable of remedy by 
the efforts of the works. 

A bill providing for the establish- 
ment of minimum wage boards with 
authority over the wages of women 
and children, was introducegq in the 
Minnesota legislature in March. While 
it has attracted considerable attent- 
ion, it has no prospect of passing 
tu.s year. About one month earlier 
& measure was introduced into the 
legislature of Wisconsin which avoids 
the wage board, and empowers the 
labor commission to fit minimum liv- 
ing wages not only for women and 
children, but for all in industrial em- 
ployments. Several hearings have 
been held and it is certain to get 
a good vote. Six months ago no one 
would have made such progress be- 
fore any law making body in America.

New York or 
Chicago they would probably have teen 
let before they were completed.

IMPROVEMENT

‘Unless you travel through the coun- 
try and see it with your own eyes, it 
is impossible to conceive of the won- 
derful improvement made in the roads 
of Georgia since the convicts of the 
State were placed at work upon them 
two years ago.” 

‘Such was the statement made Sat- 
urday by Hill C. Tuggle, former super- 
Visor of convict camps, who has just 
returned from a trip through several 
of the counties of middle and south 
Georgia. 

“During my connection with the 
prison commissién as convict camp tIn- 
spector,” continued Mr. Tuggle, “I had 
every opportunity to watch the prog- 


ress and development of the work on 
the roads under the new system which 


was put into effect when.the old lease 
sytem was abandoned. 

“T traveled through every county in 
the state prior to that time and I have 
visited every county in the state since 
the new system was inaugurated, and 
never did I dream that such a complete 
revolution, would be brought about in 
road development. Roads which were 
formerly practically impossible have 
been transformed into splendid thor- 
oughfares, easily to be traversed by 
any sort of vehicle at any time of the 
year, and roads have been built where 
no roads had existed before. 

“Probably the most noticeable im- 
provement has been made in the coun- 
ties of middle and south Georgia, espe- 
cially in the latter section. I have 
just visited Tattnall, Telfair and Bald- 


win counties and in each of them the 
improvement has been marvelous. 

“The counties which are working 
convicts, and that is true of practically 
all of them, are satisfied with the pres- 
ent system and many of them which 
looked upon it with something of dis- 
favor two years ago have realized the 
benefits of it and are heartily i ac- 
cord with it. 

“In April of this year the counties 
completed the second year of the sys- 
tem of working convicts on their 
roads and after two years of the ‘acid 
test’ the’system has proved a phenome- 
nal success fn every particular.

“For months, saloons had been run- 
ning openly in the city, under the old 
administration, but it took the com- 
missioners only a very few days to 
close them effectually. The method 
was simple. They told the ohfef of 
police that if he could not close the.

in his place. Within a very few hours 
saloons became a thing of the past, 
and ‘blind tigers’ almost an unknown 
quantity. 

“The knowledge on the part of the 
city employees that they may be dis- 
charged instantly. by the commission- 
ers has a most wholesome effect upon 
them. It has been only a short time 
since quite a number of police officers 
were discharged from the force for in- 
efficiency and conduct unbecoming an 
officer and the effect of this wholesale 
discharge has been marked.” 

In summing up the situation in Bir- 
mingham at present, Governor Comer 
said: 

“The benefits our city is dertving 
from our new government are almost 
too great to be estimated. The confi- 
dence of the country in Birmingham's 
securities has been increased - to 
marked degree, while even our 
citizens feel much more secure In their 
confidence in the city as a city,

Little Progress Made in Camor- 
rist Trial---Defense Fights 
Stubbornly. 


Viterbo, Italy, May 6.—Two of the 
most interesting of the alleged Camor- 
rists charged with the murder of Gen- 
nare Cuoccolo and his wife confronted 
Gennare Abbatemaggio, the informer, 
today. They were Luigi Arena and the 
priest, Ciro Vitozzi. At the conclu- 
sion of the accusations and denials it 
eppeared to the auditors that no prog- 


ress had been made by either the pros- | 


ecution or the defense. 

Arena, according to the theory of the 
state, based on the revelations of Abba- 
temaggio, had been senf to prison after 
his betrayal by Cuoccolo, who was of- 
fended because Arena refused to share 
with him the profits of a robbery. 
Arena wrote to his fellow Camorrists, 
setting forth his grievance and de- 
manding Cuoccolo's death. All of this 
was vehemently denied today by Arena, 
who denounced the informer as a man- 
aifacturer of evidence and the paid tool 
of the carabineers. 

According to the testimony of Abba- 
temaggio, he had heard” Vitozzi, the 
priest, who is ‘one of the accused, and 
Enrico Aifano, alleged head of the ‘so- 
ciety, discussing the Cuoccolo murders 
At 10:30 o'clock on the morning after 
the assassinations... Vitozzi replied 
that he could prove that on the day 
and at the hour mentioned he was at 
the cemetery of Poggiorealo, of which 
he was chaplain.

‘WHITE URGES R. 


F. D. CARRIERS 


TO HOLD DISTRICT CONVENTIONS 


Editor Constitution:- I received an 
_- Interesting letter from William H. As- 
tin, of Palmetto, the past week. He 
was one of the prime factors in the 
Good Roads Club organization and still 


has the good roads gospel in his bones. 


“Hie said he organized a good roads 
club last Saturday night, with thirty- 
eight members, and has added quite a 
mumiber to that list this week. He 
Says the folks are waking up to good 
roads, and that he is going to die fight- 
ing fon them. : 

He said he was going to try and 
get his district (the fifth) to meet in 
Atlanta, May 30, and that he would 
write a letter for The Tri-Weekly next 
week. 

Such letters ag these show that all 
the rural carriers are not dead. But 
that they are still endeavoring to do 
good, little by little, day by day. 
Their works are largely confined to the 
limits of their routes and locality be- 
cause of the demand for their services 
on their respective roftes. 

I have stressed upon the rural car- 
riers in the past that next to an in- 
crease in salary, the good roads ques- 
tion was the most important for their 
undivided attention. They as individ- 
Uals can do but little good, but as a 
body their influence would amount to a 
great deal. 

Rough, rocky, unbridged, poorly- 
drained and hilly roads are the great- 
est tax to the rural carrier’s team and 
equipment. 

A 24-mile route on a smooth graded 
road that is bridged and well drained, 
can be served with one horse with a 
minimum of expense to their wagons 
and buggies. But a rough, rocky, hilly, 
undrained and unbridged route of an 
equal distance requires an additional 
expense of keeping two to three horses 
and a proportionate increase in ex- 
pense for wagons and buggies. 

A steep hill on a route that needs 
grading, such as I had on my route, 
is the difference between serving the 
mail with one horse and two horses. 
A carrier cannot spade the hill down 
himself, he can’t get his patrons to do 
80; well, then, what would you do? 

Organize the rural carriers tn your 
county into good roads clubs, hold 
meeting after meeting, inviting all 
who will to join in; then let the county 
commissioners see that the people are 
in earnest, and demand good roads, and 
that you rural carriers were the nu- 
cleus for these meetings, therefore, 
when it comes time to work your roads 
they will see that a certain special hill 
will be graded to your order. 

Now, if you have spurred them too 
hard and they stubbornly refuse to 
give you relief, just write to the fourth 
assistant postmaster general at Wash- 
ington, D. C., stating the facts. and‘ 
giving name and address of your coun- 
ty commissioner, and he will notify the 
road authorities that within a spect- 
fled length of time if such a road is not 


made good fhat service on said rural 


route will be suspended until the roads 
are fixed. 

Uncle Sam will spend, beginning 
with July 1, 1911, $1,000 per annum 
per route to deliver the mail to the 
farmer’s door, so that said farmer wil! 
not have to stop his plows to mail an 
important letter or go to the postoffice 
for mail he is anxioug to get; and all 
Uncle Bam asks of him is to erect a 
suitable mail box, convenient tod serve 
and to provide passable roads and all 
streams bridged. 

The reason Uncie Sam doesn’t stop 
756 per cent of the rural routes today, 
as there is ample cause to justify, is 
because the average rural carrier does 
not possess the nerve to ask for a sus- 
pension of service until roads are fixed, 
because Uncle Sam won't pay him un- 
less he makes his trip. 

But when a route is once fixed up 
like you want it, with but little atten- 
tion each year, it will always be a 
good road, and can’t you figure its 
‘value to you in dollars and cents by, 
cutting an annual expense of $300 in” 
half? 

If you can save $150 per year by 
having a good road isn’t a “penny 
saved a penny made,” and wouldn't 
$150 be quite an increase in salary? 

Why, then, does it not pay for every 
carrier to be a good roads enthusiast 
and willing to do all in his power to 
get zood roads? 

‘I am like Mr. Astin in that I am 
fighting for good roads, and I intend to 
die fighting for them. I know what it 
is to travel bad roads, for I have trav- 
éled them seven years every day but 
Sundays and holidays, which the 
weather deesn’t notice, and in fighting 
abroad and at home I am now getting 
good roads. 

Sugar Creek hill was a disgrace to 
any county, yet I traveled it five years 
before I found out how to get it fixed. 
I talked good roads until L- got the 
people kicking to the county commis- 
sioner. I took photographs of the road 
and sent it to Washington, and it 
wasn’t long before relief came, and a 
good road followed that I am proud of. 

Every dollar I ever spent in the good 
roads movement was returned in this 
one road. I sent picture of this road 
before and after it was improved. 
These show what a carrier can get 
done. 

Tt is through the publicity and stren- 
uous advocacy by The Atlanta Consti- 
tution that the people of Georgia are 
realizing the necessity for good roads, 
and the rural carriers shoud take ad- 
vantage of The Constitution as an edu- 
cator and see that the people that are 
benefited by rural service can read of 
what good roads mean to the rural de- 
livery service as well as the entire 
people. 

Now, you brother carriers who once 
led their fellow-carriers in the past, 
issue a call for district meetings, May 
30. and discuss good roads. Send all 
notices to me and I will see that they 
are published promptly.

She ordered the Gordon 
Circle to disband; but the Gordon Cir- 
cle, feeling that she had reached a 
prejudiced decision, declined to do go, 
and sent an appeal to the national 
board.

At the celebration of the fortieth an- 
niversary of the Decatur Orphans’Home 
held yesterday in Decatur, W. E. Mc- 
Calla gave a most interesting account 
of the growth ang work of the home. 

The address was in the nature of a 
history of the home, and it was so well 
arranged and presented. that it was 
most interesting, especially to those 
who are concerned in the work which 
it is doing for the children of. Georgia.

A lady member of this club asks me 
to write something on hatching and 
raising goslings. This is one branch of 
poultry culture rfrely touched by me— 
Simply because there are so few en- 
gaged in it that I thought it hardly 
worth while mentioning it. 

Hens are generally used to hatch the 
first goose eggs (that is, those that 
ere set very early in the season) gand 
for this purpose quite large hens, as 
Brahmas or Langshans are generally 
preferred. Five to seven eggs, accord- 
ing to the size of the hen, are enough. 
Turkeys and ducks are sometimes 
given good eggs to incubate early in 
the season. Geese are allowed to sit 
on a part of the second or third litter 
laid. A goose is usually given eleven 
exes for a setting, although a very 
large one might cover thirteen. The 
@anders should be left with the geese 
during incubation. They will remain 
near the nest of their favorite and cour- 
ageously defend her from any intrusion. 
Children should never be allowed to 
approach them at such a time, as they 
are capable of inflicting serious in- 
jury. Eggs can be successfully hatch- 
ed in incubators, but_it is rarely prac- 
_ticed. Some breeds wash the eggs if 
covered with mud. If the nests of the 
geese are properly provided with straw, 
the egg will never be sufficiently soiled 
to require washing. The nests for 
hens setting on goose eggs should be 
made in a shed or house where a rea- 
sonably mild and uniform temperature 
can be maintained. After the eggs 
have been incubated for aout seven to 
ten days they can be tested, and infer- 
tile ones taken out. The fertile ones 


the hens, if several have been set a 
one time, and fresh eggs placed under 
the others. The shells and lining mem- 
branes of goose eggs are thickér and 
tougher than those of hen’s eggs, and 
care has to be exercised that they do 
not become too dry. Sprinkling the 
ground will help to keep the air of the 
place moist. Eggs under a goose, how- 
ever, seldom need attention, as more 
or less moisture is brought to the nest 
when the goose bathes, as she will at 
intervals, if allowed the. opportunity. 
It is well to place food and water near 
the nest of the setting goose at hatch- 
ing time, so that she will be less likely 
to leave her nest before all the goslings 
are hatched. The fertile eggs usually 
hatch at the end of 28 or 30 days, but 
‘a longer time is occasionally required. 
Eges have been hatched on the fortieth 
day of incubation. 

If hatched before the grass starts in 
the spring their case is a rather diffi- 
cult matter. They require to be kept 
indoors, and should be provided with 
some kind of green food, as chopped 
lettuce, onion tops or cabbage. As a 
rule, however, it is best to have the 
first goslings hatched about the time

I gave my hen house a general 
cleaning up yesterday, I hadnt seen 
a@ mite about the nest, but thought 
I would clean up, and coal oil the 
roost poles to keep them down, but 
lo and behold, I found plenty on the 
roost poles. I took the poles and 
threw them out and got some new 
ones. I also scalded that side of the 
house. Perhaps the reason there hadn't 
been any mites in the nest, I have 
been dusting insect powder in the nest 
every week or two. I have 17 hens 
and 4 pullets, but the pullets haven't 
been laying but- one week. I have 
gotten 46% dozen eggs in three 
months. 

I have set 7 of those hens and, 
of course, they have lost a good deal 
of time. I have been keeping strict 
account of my eggs and am going to 
continue to throughout the year. 

have one thhen that has laid 654 
egzs and another that -has laid 42 
eggs within three months; others may 
have done just as well, but I never 
keep account of their eggs 

Answer: Speaking for myself, I am 
quite well, thank you, but do wish it 
would quit raining long enough for 
me to get out and see how many 
chickens are laying. So far has been 
a hard spring on little chicks—rain 
and cold, col@d and rain, and -this is 
going to cause the crop to be short 
like the peaches. 

Mites and lice are always with our 
chickens, not, perhaps, im as great a 
number i the winter, but there is al- 
ways a few over needed, for seed, and 
these increase and multiply. by the tens 
of thousands each weelg Therefore, 
constant cleaning, whitewashing and 
frequent use of coal oil or kerosene 
must be resorted to if an attempt is 
to be made to keep them in check.

WOMAN'S GREATEST 
VIRTUE IS GOODNESS

Paris, May 6.—(Spectal.)—The idea 
that Frenchmen, especially residents of 
this city, have loose ideas about the 
marriage tie and womankind in gen- 
eral is dissipated through a unique 
newspaper test. 

“What is the most excellent point in 
woman?’ a paper asked of its readers 
named Excelsior. The paper asked 
each person to name the ten virtues 
he prefers in a woman. Sixty virtues 
have been named. The seven first have 
always been at the top of the poll since 
the beginning of the ballot, in the fol- 
lowing order: Goodness, orderliness, 
devotion, thrift, gentleness, inte!li- 
gence and amiability. 

This is a tribute to the essential sol- 
idity of the French people. First of 
all they ask for goodness, and second- 
ly for orderliness, in its women! The 
former virtue has scored 19,308. votes, 
and the latter 18,470. The fact that 
devotion comes third with 17,904, would 
tend to show that many of the voters 
are men. 

It will startle some hasty judges of 
French character to find that only 
2.306 voters mentioned elegance as one 
of the ten most excellent things in 
women, which takes only the thirty- 
first place on the list. It wiH surprise 
everybody to learn that pride is asked 
for in woman by only 528 voters, and 
that its place is fifty-second on the 
list. But perhaps the most instructive 
point of all is the sixtieth and last vir- 
tue, meekness, for which only ninety- 
Six men voted.

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£15,000 FLATS TOO RICH 
FOR BLOOD OF ENGLISHMEN 


London, May 6.—London’s “white ele- 
phant,” with green trimmings, the 
sumptuous apartment house huilt on 
the site of the late Duke ‘of Cam- 
bridge’s mansion in Piccadilly, is at 
last bringing a little money into-the 
coffers of its unfortunate owner. For 
more than three years, these, the most 
expensive flats in London, have stood 
unoccupied with the exception of the 
top one, wherein Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
fives his almost hermit-lMke existence. 
Lately three of the remaining five have 
been let. 

The extraordinary. boom.in house and 
iat letting consequent upon the com- 
ing coronation is responsible for the 
sudden prosperity of these flats. .Had 
it not been that upwards: of a million 
prospective visitors are trying to re- 
serve residential and sleeping quarters 
in a city where there is comfortable 
room for but half that number, thes 
flats might have remained unoccupied 
forever, or until the owner, in disgust, 
perhaps ,tore them down to make room 
for some other more profitable form 
of building. 

It is not that the apartments are un- 
attractive to wealthy’ people on the 
lookout for a flat. In New York or 
Chicago they would probably have been 
let before they were completed. Each 
epartment is 7C feet wide by 200 feet 
long, containing ten large bed rooms, 
ihree bath rooms, drawing room, bil- 
iiard room, smoking’ room, cloak rooms 
and a big ball room, For the tor one 
—the garret—Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
pays $10,000 a year rent and a further 
$3,000 a year in rates and taxes. The 
apartments underneath him command 
rents of 315,000 a yeagy. For more than 
three years the owner of the flats has

Chicago, May 6.—(Special.)—Judge 
A. J. Petit today. in a decision that gt- 
tacked the legality of the state investil- 
gation into the election of William. 
Lorimer to the United States senate, 
discharged Edward Tilden, of the 
National Packing Company, from any 
obligation. to appear as a defendant 
in contempt proceedings before the bar 
of the state senate of Lilinois. 

His banking conferees, G. M. Bene- 
dict and W. C. Cummins, were also re- 
lieveg of responsibility to appear be- 
fore the investigating committee, to- 
gether with Tilden, with records. that 
might have been pertinent to the in- 
vestigation. 

Never in the history of the state haa 
such a fatal blow been dealt the judi- 
cial power of the Illinois legislature 
by an agent of a department which the 
legislature created. 

Committee Left But One Chance. 

The Helm commitéee, after months 
of labor, has but one chance of reviv- 
ing. This was admitted by its at- 
torney, J. J. Healy. That is an appeal 
to the supreme court, taken on the fix- 
ing of costs against Sergeant-at-Artis 
Hatfield, who arresteg the defendants 
when the‘senate first commanded their 
appearance.

Galsworthy’s letter is worth 
quoting, both on account of its subject 
and for its literary quality. Here it is: 

“Sir—Of all bag che. Be toms of

“If ever man presented a spectacle 
of sheer insanity it !s now—when, 
having at long last triumphed in their 
struggle to subordinate to their wel- 
fare in their struggle to subordinate 
to their welfare the unconquered ele- 
ment, they have straightway ccm- 
menced to defile that element, so hero- 
icaly mastered, by filling it with en- 
gines of gestruction. If ever the gods. 
were justified of their ironic smile— 
by the gods, it is now! Is there any 
alive watching this still utteriy pre- 
véntible calamity without horror and 
despair? Horor at what must come of 
it, if not promptly stopped; despair 
that men can be so blind, so hopeless- 
ly and childishly the slaves of théir 
own marvellous inventive powers. Was 
there ever so patent a case for scotch- 
ing at birth a hideous development of 
the black arts of warfare; ever such 
an occasion for the powers in confer- 
ence to ban once and for all a new 
and ghastly menace? 

“A little reason, a grain of com- 
mon sense, a gleam of sanity before it 
is too late—before vested interests. 
and the chains of a new habit have en-} 
slaved us too hopelessly. If this fresh 
devilry be rot que ed within the} 
next few years it will be, too late. 
Water and earth are wide enough for'! 
men to kill each other on. For the. 
love of the sun, and stars, and the 
blue sky, that have given us all our 
aspirations since the inning of time. 
let us leave the air to innocence? Will 
not 
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those who have eyes to see, good 
will toward men “and. the . 0, baskets of 
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themselves while there is yet time, and 
save mankind from this last and worst 
of all its follies?’ 


Another instance of a writer with a 
secoild occupation is “Morice Gerard,” 
a popular English novelist, who writes 
stories of the swashbuckling type. in 
private life he is the Rev. John Jessop 
Teague, and he has just been elected 
vicar of the old church of St. Stephen, 
Coleman street, in the city of London, 
Mr. Teague was chosen from among 
200 applicants and the living its worth 
$4,000 a year. HisNglerical duties will - 
not interfere much th his literary 
activities, for his chu is one of 
those left high and dry in the old city 
by the movement of population. His 
average Sunday congregation is about 
a dozen, and as the resident population 
of the parish consists of a few caretak- 
ers of business buildings, there is little 
parochial work.to do. In fact, there is 
nothing te prevent Morice Gerard from 
following the example of other city 
vicars and employing a cyrate to do all 
the work, while he devotes himself te 
more congenial occupation. 


One doesn’t generally look to a gov- 
ernment report for literary information, 
These dry as dust-documents as a rule 
steer clear of anything so frivolous, but 
we have just had one from the depart- 
ment committee on the supply of books 
to his-majesty’s prisons—a good mouth- 
filling title, by the way—which is full 
of interest to all who are interested in 
books and their makers. This commit- 
tee has kindly reduced the popularity 
of authors among King George's invol- 
untary guests to tabular form and the 
result seems to show that criminals 
aren't so very different in their literary 
tastes from other people as some of the 
“unco guid” would have us ‘believe. In 
the following table the figure opposite 
the author’s name shows the number of 
prisons at which he or she is one 
the six favorites: ,

There is also a steady demand on the 
prison libraries for the works of such 
writers as Froude, Freeman, Macaulay, 
Burke, Gibbon, Rwpkin, Carlyle, Spencer 
and Mill. This comes from men of 
ucation who generally have been con- 
victed of serious commercial frauds. 

The more illiterate prisoners, say the 
committee, are specially Keen on the 
illustrated monthly magazines, and a 
story is told of a Romaa Catholic chap- 
lain at one of the big penal establish- 
ments who was puzzled for a long time 
to account for the number of conver- 
sions to the Church of England among 
his flock. Finally, he discovered that 
it was because the “Protestant library,” 
which was distinct in this prison from 
that for Roman Catholic prisoners, was 
well supplied with bound volumes of 
magazines, while the Roman Catholic 
library consisted chiefly of books of 
devotion. As soon as this was cor- 
rected most of the converts to Angli- 
canism “backslid.” 


I hear that Paris is going to have an- 
other literary sensation something like 
that caused by “Marie Claire,” the mar. 
velous work of the uneducated dress- 
maker, Marguerite Audoux. “Francois,” 
who was Guy de Maupassant’s valet, 
has just published some remimiscences 
of the great writer, which, if no one 
touched up the manuscript, would indi- 
cate that the valet learned the secret 
of strong and lucid writing from hfs 
master. The book soon will be pub- 
lished here in an English translation.

Ai UAUSHED 
* IN MEXICO CIT) 


Waits at Cp Capital Greatly 
Disappointed 


No Enemy of Diaz More Ea- 
gerly Awaited Aged Presi- 
dent’s Resignation Than Did

Mexico City, May 6.—Believing that 
General Diaz had determined to accede 
to the demand of Madero, thousands of 
residents of the capital were astound- 
ed this afternoon to learn that the last 
moment of the armistice had passed 
without an agreement having been 
reached. In the declaration of Madero 
that he would resume hostilities, they 
read the answer of the president that 
he would not yield his high position. 
Surprise felt by the public was shared 
by officials. Almost all of the resi- 
dents had entertained the hope that 
peace would be declared. 

Tonight newsboys are finding it dif- 
ficult to supply the demand for papers. 
In the cafes, the clubs, the theaters 
and in the streets men are eagerly 
seeking news, and on every hand is 
heard the query regarding interven- 
tion. 

Dias Faces Desperate Situation. 

Meanwhile the old soldier-president 
sits in his office at his home on Cad- 
ena street, grimly facing the most des- 
perate situation which has menaced 
Mexico since he assumed control, more 
than thirty years ago. Army officers, 
members of his cabinet and other high 
Officials come and go,,but from the 
president's home comes no word that 
he is is yet willing to announce his in- 
tentfon to resign. Members of his cab- 
inet refuse to discuss the situation. 

Minister Limantour and Minister da 
la Barra have had numerous confer- 
ences -with Diaz since yesterday noon 
and it may be assumed that Limantour, 
@t least, has urged the advisability of 
yielding. 

Proposeq as he has been for the 
provisional presidency, De la Barra de- 
Clares his position is too delicate for 
him to talk for publication more than 
to state—hours after the breakng of 
the armistice—that the government is 
waiting for a reply to the note sent 
to Judge Carbajal. 

Iron Hand Still Grips. 

It is thought to be barely possible 

that Diaz yet may avail himself of the 
opportunity to bring peace to _ his 
eountry by yielding, but those. who 
know the old man’s personal character 
now say that, having ignored Madero’s 
ultimatum, he will not yield. 
‘For weeks Americans have been 
leaving the city for the United States 
and the news of today has resulted in 
@ sudden augmentation in the exodus. 
Tonight's train to Vera Cruz carried 
numerous Americans, chiefly women 
and children, and many unable to ob- 
tain accommodation on the boats whose 
reservations are booked for three 
weeks in advance, are attempting to 
gmet out of the country over the one 
railroad left open to the north. 

Fear that further fighting will be 
followed by intervention, and thatthis 
will result in scenes of tragic disor- 
der is expressed on every hand.

The conference adjourned at 
10:30 o’clock, but it was an- 
nounced that it had been without 
result. 
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El Paso, Texas, May 6.——The armis-| 
tice covering the Chihuahua district 
and all communication between the 
Mexican government and the revolu- 
tionists were broken off today, and to- 
right the insurrectos under General 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr., are prepar- 
ing to pursue the revolution as vig-

Juarez will be the first point of at- 
tack, but the rebels probably will not 
move for another twenty-four hours.

Washington, May  6,—(Special.)— 
Charging that disaffected railway pos- 
tal clerks had enlisted the aid of 
President Samuel Gompers, Secretary 
Frank Morrison and the American Fed- 
eat: on of Labor in an attempt to “co- 
erce. the postoffice department, sub- 
vert discipline and intimidate con- 
gress,’ Second Assistant Postmaster 
General Stewart continued his testi- 
mony before the house committee this 
morning in opposition to the Lloyd 
bill. 

He said the department was unal- 
terably opposed to allowing employees 
to organize and seek affillation with 
the American Federation of Labor. He 
asserted that the end of the movement 
now on foot was to bring about a gen- 
eral strike of postal employees if the 
government did not accede to the de- 
mands of the railway postal clerks. 

Right of Strike Denied. 
* “Do you deny the right-of govern- 
ment clerks to strike,’’ Mr. Stewart 
was asked by Representative Wilson, 
of Pennsylvania, chairman of the com- 
mittee on labor, who. hag been a fa'th- 
ful attendant at all the hearings un- 
der discussion. 5 

“I do,” Mr. Stewart replied. “The 
clerks have a right to resign, but not 
to strike.” 

Mr. Stewart told the committee that 
the oath of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Postal Clerks stipulates that the 
clerks must all res‘'gn and walk out at 
the same time if such a plan is approv- 
ed by a vote of three-fourths of the 
members of the brotherhood. 

Representative Finley, of South 
Carol'na, asked Mr. Stewart what ac- 
tion the department had taken with 
reference to those of its employees 
who had expressed a desire to join 
the brotherhood. 

“They have been notified that the 
department is unalterably opposed to 
the union,” Mr. Stewart replied. “Ani 
what happens;” Mr. Finley continued, 
“if the employees insist after rece'v- 
ing the warning.” “That remains to 
be seen,” replied Mr. Stewart. 

Stewart Severe on Unionism, 

He stated that the postal cjerks held 
secret meetings in Chicago and St. 
Paul in March, in which the postmaster 
general and his subordinates were de- 
nounced.

Along lumbered a float showing a 
woman dressed in eighteenth century 
costume laboring at her household 
tasks. 

“The poor thing!” came 
scrub woman at the curb. 

Then with a glance to the right and 
one to the left the scrub woman had - 
fallen in behind the float, shouting. 
“Votes for women!’ with the best of 
them. 

From far up the avenue there float- 
ed down to those near Forty-second 
street a chorus of admiring approval’ 
in strictly masculine tones from the 
sidewalk gallery.

Manicure girls, dressmakers in their 
best creations, milliners, cooks, hair 
dressers, trained nurses, professional 
women and stenograp hers were among 
the marchers. Behind them came the 
leaders and representatives of the vari- 
ous women’s suffrage organization, Psat 
der whose direction the peesee 
second reading of the lish ues 
fragette bill was celebdrat in open 
Fifth avenue.

When the question first arose, Colo- 
‘nel Lambdin stated to the press that 
he was in favor of a primary, and he 
so advocated -among other members, 
Talking of the situation, he said to- 
day: “So far as I have been able to 
ascertain, the people of my section of 
the state are indifferent on the sub- 
ject of a primary, and. I] think they 
would be satisfied With or without a 
primary. However/ I think it best for 
the state committee to be called to- 
gether as soon as possible to consider 
the matter. - 

“I most heartily favor the ordering 
of a primary. It will be Secalled that 
in the very beginning I was quoted as 
being in favor of a primary. I am 
still in favor of the primary, despite 
artificial clamor. A primary is in line 
with the progressive democracy of the 
State and of the union, and I do not 
think we should take the ‘back track.’ 
We stand for principle and not expe- 
diency, and we should be. consistent. 

“I think that the government should 
be ruled from the bottom and not from 
the top, and that the people should 
have a voice in such affairs. It is true 
that the circumstances surrounding the 
matter at this time are somewhat ex- 
ceptional, but I see only one safe 
course to take, and that is to: follow 
the principle whicn democrats advo- 
cate, and, in my opinion, this is the 
only logical course to be pursued by 
the state democratic committee in the 
matter. 

“If a primary is ordered it should 
be done right away, and, therefore, in 
My opinion, the committee should be 
called together as soon as possible. The 
people of the state are entitled to have 
the matter thoroughly canvassed and 
discussed and decided by the body to 
whom, under our political economy, 
this question is committed. A discus- 
sion of the matter in the open, would, 
I am sure, clarify the situation very 
much.

The sixteenth annual convention of 
the American Federation of Musicians 
in Atlanta tomorrow with 
delegates from nearly every state in’ 


‘the union present. 


Georgia, host to the visiting dele- 
gates, will have at least six cities— 
‘Atlanta, Savannah, Augusta, Macon, 
Athens and Brunswick, and maybe 
more—represented when the music- 
makers’ assembly is called to order. 

No Union in State Then. 

And yet ten years ago there was not 
a musician’s union within the state of 
Georgia. Every fiddler, cornet player, 
drumbeater or what not went it inde- 
pendently, and got what his patron was 
willing to pay for the music that 
patron received. {4 

But for years the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians has been a strong 
body, and wherever there was a local 
the annual gatherings of the national 
body was eagerly and industriously 
sought. 

In 1901 the Atlanta local was organ- 
ized, with E. B. Gorham, widely known 
local musician, as president. A year 
later W. 8. Miller was made president, 
and during his administration. the local 
grew rapidly. The next year with R. P. 
Woodworth as president, the local sent 
its first delegate to the national con- 
vention with an invitation to come to 
Atlanta for the next annual gathering. 
But this time another city won. Year 
after year Atlanta progressed, and 
every year an invitation to come to At- 
lanta was sent. Fred Wedemeyer, one 
of Atlanta’s progressive musical citi- 
zens, was elected delegate to the .na- 
tional convention in 1903 and 1904, and 
then decthined re-election. In 1906 Fred 
Marston was the delegate, and again 
Atianta’s name was presented. 

Last year the national convention 
was held in Cincinnati, and Fred Mars- 
ton left home loaded with buttons and 
ribbons. Atlanta won, and for the sec- 
ond time in the history of the organi- 
zation the convention was given to a 
southern city, Louisville being the 
other location. 

National Officers Here. 

The national officers have arrived in 
the city, and have apartments at the 
Kimball. They are John N. Weber, 
president; Otto Ostendorf, treasurer, 
and Ourn Miller, secretary.

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RAVAGES. OF TIME TELLING 
ON NATION’S SACRED RELICS 


Washington, May 6.—The sacred 
relics of enduring popular government, 
the original declaration of independ- 
ence and constitution of the United 
States, which for nearly a decade have 
Leen locked up in the archives of the 
state department were personally in- 
spected today by Secretary Knox, who 
during his tenure of office is charged 
wiih their preservation for posterity. 
Their exposure forcibly recealted to the 
secretary that the safe in which they 
are kept is neither water nor fire- 
proof. Although without available 
funds, he immediately issued instruc- 
tions that an estimate be made of the 
cost of a receptacle which would make 
the historic instruments absolutely se- 
cure against destruction. 

Both Cocuments have been obscured 
from public gaze since 1902 in order 
to save them from the spollation of 
sunlight, from accident or vandalism. 
When uncovered today the immortal 
declaration displayed the ravages of 
Time and the disastrous effects of press 
copying to which it was submitted in 
1852 and from which ah facsimiles 
have been made. Nearly all the signa- 
tures have faded away, even the fa- 
mous scroll of John Hancock being 
only vaguely and incompletely visible. 
The dimmed text, however, is readable 
in its entirety. The condition of the 
declaration is ascribed by officials 
more to the “press copying” than the 
wear of years. The constitution which 
has’never been press copied, is in al- 
most. perfect shape. j

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TIRE -PUNCTURES. 


How to Locate Small Punc- 
tures in Tubes. 


Nearly every motorist has experiene- 
ed the exasperating task of locating 
small punctures in inner tubes. The 
following suggestions may serve to 
lighten h's trouble When he next meets 
witb such a mishap. 

In the first place the tube should 
be examined carefully to determine 
if the puncture is large enough. to be 
seen. If not iImhediately visible the 
perforation may be very small, no 
larger than a needle point and in this 
case it is much harder to locate. 

Inflate the tube slightly and hold it 
near the ground. Very often if the 
road is dry the puncture may be detect- 
ed by the disturbance} of the dust 
made by.the escaping air. 

If this test canhot be made or if it 
does not d‘scover the puncture, pre- 
sent each portion of the tube to your 
cheek until you can fee] the rush of 
escaping @ir. 

These methods failing to locate the 
puncture, your onTy course is to im- 
merse the tube in a pan of water, sec- 
tion by section and watch closely for 
air bubbles. Where these bubbles 
rise is the point of puncture. 

Sometimes even the water: test will 
give no indication of a leak yet when 
the tube is refitted and inflated, the air 
pressure will again decrease slowly. 
You may then be rear tha) sure that 
the trouble starts near th@ nut at the 
base of the valve. 

This is assuming that alf other valve 
parts are in good condition, otherwise 
when the valve was immersed in water 
bubbles would have ind'cated the leak. 

An invisible leak of the nature de- 
scribed could be produced by screwing 
the nut at the base of the valve too 
tightly. or not screwing it | tight 
enough. 

In-either case it is safer to return 
the tube to the manufacturer, for it is 
not likely that the motorist can make 
a satisfactory repair. 

Tf no puncture A#S found in the tube, 
it would be well to re-test the valve. 
This can be done while the tire is 
mounted on the wheel. Simply turn 
the wheel until the valve is pointing 
Straight down and immerse the valve 
a glass of water. 

This is accompl'shed by raising the 
glass until the valve is submerged. If 
bubbles rise to the surface of the wa- 
ter, examine the rubber security disk 
at the bottom of the cap, and if this 
is damaged fit a new one in Its place. 

If you have no regular rubber disk, 
use instead a small leather washer or 
one made of cloth smeared with ce- 
ment.

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COTTON MAKES NEW HIGH 
RECORD FOR MOVEMENT 


Market Closed Very Steady on 
Old Crop, and Steady 
on New. 


New York, May 6.—The cotton mar- 
ket was somewhat irregular today, but 
in spite of considerable realizing for 
over the week-end, near months made 
new high records for the movement, 
with th. close very steady on the old 
crop and steady on the new, net 5 
points higher to 3 points lower. 

The opening was steady at unchang- 
ed prices to an advance of seven 
points with the old crop relatively 
firm on steady showing of the cables 
and bullish week-end figures. Favor- 
able weather reports, inspired some 
selling of the late months and after 
the opening prices eased off to a net 
decline of 3 or 4 points on these posis 


tions, but the old crop rallied generally 


very firm and in the late trading ad- 
vanced sharply on bull support and 
covering by Wall street shorts. July 
contracts reached 15.48, or 9 points 
above the closing figures of last night 
and even with the high record for the 
season nitde last December and around 
this price leading bull brokers sold 
just enough to eheck the upward 
movement. Old crop positions closed 
within a point of the best, but the new 
crop was 2 or 3 points off from the 
top owing to the failure of the west- 
ern belt forecast to indicate the ex- 
rected rains over Sunday. 

It called for increasingly cloudy and 
unsettled conditions in Oklahoma, how- 
ever, and with the Yow barometer 
noted yesterday in ihe northwest, 
working southward, tnere was just 
er.ough uncertainty over weather con- 
diticns to prevent any aggressive sell- 
ing for short account.

ern Pacific Being Roasted for 
His Statement That Men 
Should Retire at 65 Years of 
Age.

New York, May 6.—(Special.)—It is 
an easy thing to live to the century 
mark, according to some noted men, 
who are striving for that figure and 
expect to come at least within sight 
of it. These expressions came from 
the statement of Vice President 
Stubbs, of the Southern Pacific, who 
declares a man should retire at 65, if 
he expects to live.

Thomas R. McNei: the famous restaur- 
ant man, has just retireqa from active 
business at 89, and fully expects to 
enjoy at least 11 years of leisure 
Aaron Bancroft is still active (im the 
stock market and is young at 87. 
Phomas A. Edison laughs at the idle 
of a man going stale at 65. He 
looks for a long period of activity 
before he settles down to rest.

Donovan 
said he could supply a dozen men 
past sixty-five who not only had not 
“lost their fight,” but who, to keep 
themselves fit for battle, practiced 
jolts, swings and uppercuts in his 
gymnasium.

The Carnegie Peace Fund. 


There will be no difficulty in the 
disposition of the Carnegie peace fund. 
There are plans upon plans for the 
bringing about peace upon earth, if 
they are properly financed, 

lor instance Henri LaFontaine, 
president of the permanent national 
peace bureau at Berne, Switzerland, is 
here to present a constructivo peace 
program for consideraation by ‘he 
trustees of the Carnegie foundation. 

“We admit,” he said, “that witu the 
nations as far apart as they are now 
in spirit, we canmot always avoid 
conflict. But we say that the present 
international condition is simply anar- 
chic; and that the federation of the 
world is a remedy for this condition. 
But the world is not yet ready for a 
federal government such as binds the 
states together. It Is ready for one 
step toward the final goal, and that 
step the central office of the Inter- 
national institution is taking. The 
facts that we oppose to the claim that 
war is an unavoidable evil] are those 
which tend to bring men into contact 
and induce them to enter into closer 
relations with each other, notwith- 
standing differences of language, 
races, and political opinions.”

“Our people have come to the con- 
clusion that. it was a good thing, after 
all that congress voted the Panama 
exposition to San Frencisco,’’ remarked 
Frank R. Randolph, a newspaper man, 
of Lake Cnarles, La., “While our New 
Orleans representatives were fighting 
for the fair and for some time fol- 
lowing the vote in the house, there 
was a disposition to resent the action 
of congress, the sober, second 
though¢ of the peopie has accepted the 
decision, and now many persons are 
congratulating one another that New 
Orleans lost out.

Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—The 
success of the effort to abolish the 
army post at Fort McPherson depends 
upon affirmative actfon by congress, 
since the war department does not con- 
template such a thing and will not 
approve it unless congress forces its! 
hand by legislation. | 

The effort of Representative Gordon 
Lee and others to set apart a vast 
tract of land at Chattanooga, Tenn., for 
maneuver grounds for the ultimate 
purpose of having the government 
establish a brigade post is defended 
on the ground that a concentration of 
troops and the abandonment of small 
posts is desirable in the imterest of 
economy. The principal reason for 
this is the maintenance at a large cost 
of small regimental posts throughout 
the west which were formerly neces- 
sary in campaigns against the Indians. 
The necessity for this disposal of the 
regular army has almost completely 
disappeared and the concentration of 
troops at more convenient points is de- 
sirable. ‘ .

ATLANTAN WRITES OF LOPEZ; 
CONSTITUTION AT THE FRONT 


M. J. Brennan, a former resident of 
Atlanta, who has been playing the part 
of an insurrecto in the Mexican revolu- 
tion, recently wrote a very interesting 
letter to The Constitution, in which he 
described the second.battle of Agua 
Prieta, and implied the treachery of 
“Red” Lopez in that engagement. Since 
that time Mr. Brennan has: had occasion 
to change his views about the insur- 
recto leader, and consequently wishes 
to set him right. 

Incidentally, Mr. Brennan expresses 
his pleasure at finding on all the news- 
stands of the country copies of The 
Constitution, which, he says, is the 
only southern paper outside the strictly 
local ones that can be secured there. 

The letter is dated May 2, from Pecos, 
Texas, and runs, in part, as follows: 

Reports About Lopez. 

“Yesterday I paid my last visit to 
Camp Madero. Outside the ‘white 
Madero’s headquarters, I unex- 
tedly ran across Red Lopez. I had a 
long chat with Red, and candidly 
stated to him the reports that were in 
circulation with regard to his conduct 
at the second battle of Agua Prieta. 

“From his explanations of suspicious 
circumstances connected therewith, and 
from his accoupt of his actions on that 
eventful day, I am fully convinced that 
a grave injustice has been done him. 
‘Red’ did not sell his party’s cause for 
gold, but he did imbibe a little too 
copiously of ardent Hquors. The other 
insurrecto leaders, jealous of Lopez's 
prowess, were only too glad to get an 
opportunity to humiliate him. They 
put him under arrest and kept him 
there for four hours at the critical 
period of the battle: 

“Naturally Red’s men were incensed 
at this treatment of their chief, and 
many of them. deserted the trenchés. 
Confusion followed in the wake of the 
unexplained retreat of Lopez's forces. 
Our leaders were more concerned with 
their. own troubles on the inside than} 
they were with the danger from the 
enemy without the-walls. The defend- 
ers who clung to the cénter position in 
time ran out of ammunitien, and there 
was no officer left who had sense 
enough to replenish the supply or re- 
inforce the threatened. position. Lopez 
says he tried in vain to find somebody 
to send after us American insurrectos) 
to come to his rescue. 

Was the Ablest Commander.

‘such an extent as to render him unfit 


to guide his forces I cannot say. His 
men say he fights best when he has a 
few drinks) You know what General 
Grant’s enemies said about him? And 
you know what Lincoln’s reply was? 
In like manner I believe a little of 
Lopez’s brand of booze would have 
helped some of the other insurrecto 
leaders at Agua Prieta. Lopez is now 
waiting to tnterview Madero and ex- 
plain matters to his chief. 

“I spent a pleasant time at El Paso 
and Camp Madero. I met all the news- 
paper men fiere. They are a hard- 
working, conscientious, critical lot. I 
was surprised to find how careful they 
are to get at the facts of this muddled 
situation. Generally people imagine 
that the newspaper correspondent 
draws on his imagination. I told them 
a few things about Atlanta; about the 
Atlanta spirit, the way in which our 
papers work in harmony to promote 
civic and state welfare. 

“Fortunately I had your paper at my 
elbow to reinforce my argument, the 
only southern paper outside of the local 
ones to be found at all the newsstands 
in this part of the country. The At- 
lanta Constitution was the link that 
bound me to my old hunting ground—} 
Georgia. It was like meeting an old 
friend in a foreign land. 

‘T am traveling in this section so I 
ean return to the scene of strife in case 
hostilities recommence. As it is, the 
dove of peace is hovering over the 'dobe 
shack where Madero consults with his 


chiefs, and I hope no untoward event/ , 


will transpire to scare away this ch 
needed harbinger of peace and pros:

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TE OF 50 MILES A YEAR DREADED BOLL WEEVIL | 


_ HAS MADE ITS DEVASTATING MARCH OVER THE SOUTH 


Within Two Years the Insect 
Will Cross the Georgia 
Border, and Then Spec- 
tacular Fight Willi 


It is now eighteen years since the 
Alexican Cotton boll weevil crossed the 
Rio Grande and entered the United 
States. 

During that time its name has be- 
come increasingly familiar to the cot- 
ton planters, as the pest has advanced 
steadily into new cotton growing terri- 
tory. Its menace to the cotton crop 
upon which the south has depended so 
largely during the past generation has 
become increasingly evident, and the 
problem of combating it has become | 
more real as the insect has approached! 


new localities. 
Its spread has continued with scarce- | 


ly any interruption during this period. 
The successive limits of infestation 
with the approach of each succeeding 
winter have continued with wave-like 
regularity. During the past season the 
pest has spread into still another of the 
principal cotton growing states, as the 
southwestern corner of Alabama is now 
included within the line of infestation. 

That within the next several years 
the weevil will have entered Georgia 
is as certain as that cotton will con- 
tinue to be grown in this and adjoin- 
ing states. - With the infestation of 
Georgia the conquest by the insect of 
the cotton growing section of the con- 
tinent will have been completed. 

Georgia to Make Spectacular Fight. 

The fight of’ the Georgia planters 
against the weevil will be spectacula: 
The experts are already engaged in out- 
lining the policies to be pursued. A 
great conference of the cotton planters 
has already been held and plans made 
against the certain day when the wee- 
vil shall have continued its march 
across the Alabama line. Its spread 
will then have infested cotton wherever 
grown commercially in the southcast- 
ern states. 

Georgia will be the last of the great 
white staple growing commonwealths 
to make a stand against the spread of 
the weevil. The certainty’ that the 
planters will soon have to contend with 
an enemy more difficult to fight and 
more destructive to the crop than any- 
thing they have ever been forced to 
face is a matter of deep and immediate 
interest to every citizen of the state. 

Alabama Attacked in 1910. 

The boll -weevil entered Alabama dur- 
ing the latter part of August of last 
year, crossing the line from Mississip- 
pi into Mobile county. During the two 
months following it spread quite stead- 
ily until practically all of Mobile, Bald- 
win and Washington counties were in- 
cluded within the line of infestation, 
and the southern portions of Choctaw, 
Clark and Monroe counties were slight- 
ly infested. 

About October 20 a killing frost de- 
stroyed cotton foliage and stopped the 
further spread of the weevil for that 
year. In spite of this early check, how- 
ever, the weevil spread through about 
the usual strip of new territory. The 
large amount of cotton growing in the 
Mississippi delta lands held back the 
movement along the western edge of 
that state, while an unusually large 
movement occurred in central Missis- 
sippi. This is accepted as the final line 
of the weevil for 1910, upon which are 
based quarantine regulations in regard 
to the movement of commedities liable 
to eontain or convey the weevil. 

Since the spread of the weevil into 
southern Texas from Mexico in 1892 
nothing has occurred to more than tem- 
porarily check its annual advance into 
new cotton growing country. Its an- 
nual spread is mainly by flight and 
cannot be prevented by human effort 
or ingenuity. The best that can be done 
js to guard against assisting in the 
spread of the pest and to do every- 
thing possible to avoid and to minimize 
the injury which its very presence in- 
volves. 

As soon as the weevil entered Texas 
it became apparent that it was a na- 
tional, rather than a states problem. 
Since 1901 congress has been making 
special appropriations for the investi- 
gation of the weevil, and from one to 
twenty men have been giving their 
time constantly to the study of this 
most serious problem. 

Loss Amounts to $25,000,000 Annually. 

The damage done by the weevil has 
naturally increased from year to year 
with the increase in the area infested. 
It is safe to say that the loss which it 
now occasions cannot be less than twen- 
ty-five millions of dollars a year. Dur- 
ing the past ten years the fight for the 
control of the weevil has cost the United 
States department of agriculture more 
than two millions of dollars. 

Since 1892 the weevil has_ spread 
northward through Texas and the 
southern half of OKlahoma, and east- 
ward, crossing Louisiana, the Mississip- 
pi river and into Mississippi and Ala- 
bama. 

From the infested territory each year 
it spreads ever onward, as wave after 
wave spreads outward when a stone is 
cast into the water. The old territory

of plant cells to form and more than 
fill the canal leading to the egg cavity. 
The excess of this growth bulges out- 
ward so that it forms a distinctg‘wart.” 
This “wart” is therefore charatteristic 
of a boll weevil egg puncture. 
Destroys Heart ef the Bud. 

As the grub feeds and grows inside 
the bud jt destroys the very heart cf 
the square, until when about halt 
grown its injury thereto becomes so 
great as to cause the destruction of 
that. bud. The leaflets enclosing the 
bed, spread apart for “flare,” as it is 
zalled, and the whole square turns 
‘eHow, wilts and is shed as are leaves 
when they can be of no further use fo 
the plant. It is nature’s surgery in 
-emoving a diseased and useless mem- 
ber. 

Upon the ground the development 
of the grub continues, and its -trans- 
formation through the pupal state to 
the adult weevil takes place. Practi- 
eally one half of the development »%e- 
riod is spent in the square on the 
plant, and the other half in the square 
after it has fallen to the ground. Bad-

new > localities quickly establish a new 
line of infestation. The distance 
through which they have thus 
vanced has averaged fully 50 miles 
each year. .The area now infested con- 
stitutes more than one-third of the 
cotton-growing section of the United 
States and produces nearly one-half 
of the annual crop. 

The present northern limit of in- 
festation is farther north, geographic- 
ally, than is any portion of Mississippi, 
Alabama or Georgia. The existence of 
the boll weevil depends primarily upon 
the occurrence of cotton, Which is its 
only known food plant. Besides its 
dependence upon this food supply the 
continued existence also of the weevil! 
depends upon its ability to survive the 
winter climatic conditions in order to 
pass from the crop of one season to 
that of the next. The weevil has al- 
ready shown that it can withstand 
successfully temperatures reaching 
nearly if not quite to zero, which is as 
low as is likely to occur anywhere in 
the cotton belt. The eastward spread 
of the weevil, therefore, promises to 
be as certain and as rapid as was its 
northward spread through Texas and 
Oklahoma. 

The weevil will continue to spread 


by its own unaided flight, which man- 


is powerless to prevent. The annual 
rate of advance may be expected to be 
maintained as the weevil continues 
eastward toward the Atlantic coast. 

Will Reach Georgia in Two Years. 

It will require only about two years 
more for the weevil to spread over the 
entire state of Alabama to reach west- 
ern Georgia. It is practically certain, 
therefore, that throughout the west- 
ern third of Alabama by the end of the 
present summer; through the eastern 
third by the summer of next year, and 
in Georgia the summer after that cot- 
ton planters will have to reckon with 
the presence of the weevil and some 
degree of injury by it. 

In the meantime the weevil is liable 
to be brought into the state at any 
time ahead of the general infestation 
by the various methods of transporta- 
tion, principally by railroads, with per- 
sons, household goods, cotton and its 
products, or with any other articles 
that may contain or shelter them. This

Member of Big Family. 

The boll weevil is a beetle belong- 
ing to a large group, all of which are 
characterized by 
head in front of the eyes, greatly ex- 
tended, to form a long, slender snout. 
There are many hundreds of species of 
these insects, all of which are common- 
ly called “weevils,” but the Mexican 
boll weevil is the only one of these 
many species which is at all serious as 
an enemy of cotton. 

While other species may 
upon cotton plants, their 
there is mainly accidental. Rarely 
does any other species breed upon cot- 
ton. The boll weevil breeds upon cot- 
ton and upon nothing else. 

Like all other beetles the boll weevil 
has four distinct stages in the develop- 
ment of each individual. The first of 
these is the egg, which is only about 
one-thirtieth of an inch -long, white 
and delicate, and which is always de- 
posited in a cavity whic® the female 
eats in the square of boll and upon no 
other part of the plant. 

From the egg there hatches in a 
few days a white, legless grub or 
worm, which does not at all resemble 
the beetle which it may finally become. 
The boll weevil grub grows steadily 
from its initial length of about one- 
twenty-fifth of an inch until it becomes 
fully grown and measures from one- 
fifth to two-fifths of an inch in length. 
The body is strongly curved in the 
form of a crescent. 

In order to attain the beetle form 
the grub must pass through an inter- 
mediate “transformation stage,” which 
is known as the “pupa.” In‘this stage 
no food is taken, and there is a com- 
plete change of the appearance and of 
structure. The grub sheds its skin, 
and instead of the legless, wingless, 
snoutless worm, the pupa appears with 
all of these organs forming in sheaths 
closely applied to the body. 

In this stage the insect is very deli- 
cate, and perfectly helpless. It, as well

The great difficulty in fighting the 
boll weevil has arisem from the fact 
that the peculiar habits of the adult 
and the protection of the immature 


'eggs within the squares and bolls 
, render it practically useless to attempt? 


to destroy them by amy usual méthods 
of insecticidal treatment. 

Hundreds of remedies have been test- 
ed and found ineffective. As in hu- 
man warfare, one of the most effec- 
tive measures for subduing an enemy 
consists in destroying their food sup- 
plies, so it is equally true in the case 
of an insect which is dependent upon 
one species of food plant as is the boll 
weevil. 

The Only Method of Control. 

That the weevil can be effectually 
controlled and the. culture of cotton 
continued at fully as great profit as 
has usually been realized without the 
weevil, has been proven possible 
through the practical application in 
many thousands of cases in the weevil 
area of improved methods in cotton 
culture and in general agricultural 
practice. Some of these measures 
take advantage of and increase thed 
effectiveness of certain factors of nat- 
ural control. Most of them, however, 
are merely steps in a system of ad- 
vanced culture which prepare the way 
for the application of the one most 
effective direct method of destroying 
immense numbers of weevils by cut- 
ting off their food supply at the only 
season of the year when the destruc- 
tion of cotton is possible, practicable 
and most effective in reducing the 
number of weevils. 

The final step ig the complete de- 
struction.of all] green cotton at least 
three or four weeks before the usual 
date for the occurrence of the first 
killing frost in the fall. This has often 
been called the most important single 
step in the cultural system of controll- 
ing the boll weevil. 

The presence of the boll weevil inev- 
itably produces a change in the condi- 
tion of cotton growth. Practically, 
there can never be “late cotton” in the 
infested area. The only portion of the 
crop to escape the weevils and mature 
is that which develops early in the sea- 
son before the weevils have reached 
their maximum abundance. Therefore, 
the very presence of the weevil tends 
to limit cotton production to the early 
crop and to clear the way for the pm- 
posed and necessary destruction of the 
stalks. 

The effectiveness of this practice has 
been most positively established by the 
repeated experience of planters on large 


For a few days the adult also ¥O® 
mains protected within the square or 
boH,.while it becomes hardened and 
more able to take care of itself. It 
then cuts a circular hole just the size 
of its body in the wall of its cell in 
the square, and. through this opening 
makes its escape into the outer world, 
where from that time on it leads a 
free and active life, 

Vary in Sise and Color. 

The full-grown weevils vary consl4- 
erably in size and color. In length 
they range from one-eighth to three- 
while) the breadtn 
of the body is approximately one-third 
of its length. The general color Is 
uniform over the body, and varies 
from a chocolate brown in the darx- 
est specimens, which are usually be- 
low average, to a greenish or yellow- 
ish brown in the lighter colored larger 
forms. 

The lighter colors are due to light- 
colored hairs or scales which occur 
most abundantly in the large speci- 
mens. If these are undeveloped or 
become rubbed off, then the dark 
brown color of the weevil appears. 


as well as upon small scales, and also 
through nature’s object lessons when- 
ever through the effects of unusual 
climatic conditions or when by the de- 
foilation of ;the plants by the cotton 
leaf caterpillar or cotton worm thege 
has resulted the practically complete 
destruction of cotton at an unusually 
early date in the fall. In every such 
case the-fall destruction has been fol- 
lowed by larger crops, less weevil in- 
jury and a great increase of net profit 
in the crop of the following year. 


Six to Ten Eggs a Day. 


When female weevils reach new un- 
infested territory, they feed for a 
short time and then begin to deposit 
eggs at the rate of from six to ten per 
day in such squares and small bolls as 
they can find. Each female may lay a 
considerable number of eggs, and in 
the course of three or four weeks a new 
arene will be produced in this 

eld. 

These weevils may continue the pro- 
cess so that before frost kills the plants 
a large number of weevils will have 
been developed from the few weevil 
that flew into the new territory. 

To prevent this breed the practice of 
producing an early maturing crop, har- 
vesting as soon as the cotton can be 
picked out, and then immediately up- 
turning and burning the stalks, is the 
method of control recommended to the 


The slender snout is only slightly 
curved, and is about one-half as long! 
as the length from the head to the | 
tip of the body. Neither the size, nor; 
the structure nor general appearance | 
of the w@®vil changes at all: after its | 
emergence from the square or boll in 
its adult form. The adults feed and | 
mate, and the females then deposit 
eggs. The life cycle is completed and 
another generation started all within, 
a period of from three to four weeks. | 

The excrement deposited by the adult, 
weevils on the squares upon which: 
they work is of a bright orange color, ; 
and so forms a conspicuous sign of, 
boll weevil presence. The egg punc-, 
tures, like those maJe for feeding, are | 
eaten gut, but are only made large’ 
enough to receive the egg, which is 
placed just inside the floral coverings 
and usually near the base of the bud. 
The natural tendency of the green 
parts of plants to heal wounds in which 
decay daes not occur causes a grow:h 


Georgia planters. Weevils feed only 
upon green cotton, and if this be de- 
stroyed a few weeks before frost makes 
it favorable for them to enter winter 
quarters, a very large proportion of the 
insects will be destroyed. Weevils pass 
the winter hiding in or under any kind 
of trash which may be found in and 
around the cotton field. 

Wherever weevils occur in the fall 
some will come out of winter quarters 
next spring and be ready to attack cot- 
ton as soon as it breaks ground. The 
very last of the weevils leaving winter 
quarters may not emerge until as late 
as the first of July. They are, therefore. 
ready to attack cotton at any time, and 
can live upon the tender stems for as 
long as is necessary before squares 
begin to form. 

As s00n as squares begin to appear 
the weevils concentrate their attacks 
upon them, feeding and laying their 
eggs therein. By the middle of August 
it is likely that the weevils will be so 
abundant, if nothing has been done to 
control them, that no cotton will be get. 
The period from the setting of squares 
to the formation of a considerable num-

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APRIL FOOL JOKE PLAYED 
BY THE BRITISH WAR OFFICE 


London, May 6.—If anyone suggested 
that. the British war office was run 
by humorists the sqlemn individuals 
wro sit in expensively-furnished 
rooms in the new white palace in 
Whitehall would be highly indignant, 
but there is strong evidence that some- 
body in authority there has a pervert- 
ed sense of humor and has been exer- 
cising it by playing a particularly silly 
April fool joke on army officers, army 
tailors, some hundreds of workpeople 
and the British public in general. 

If there is one thing these solemn— 
and perhaps unconscious—humorists 
delight in it is playing with the dress 
of the British soldier. Hardly a month 
passes that some little change is not 
made in his uniform or equipment. 
Now it is a new cap, again a new 
form of regimental badge or a new 
cut of trousers. Sometimes they issue 
minute orders showing how many 
inches below the collar line medals and 
decorations are to be worn and in a 
week or two they change them again 
just for the fun of seeing how many 
wearers will be caught in ignorance 
of the new order. But the prize joke 
of all is the latest. About April 1 an 
order was issued that every officer in 
King George’s army must provide him- 
self with a new sash in time for the 
coronapion. This sash, as prescribed 
by the*war office, as to be an elabor- 
ate affair of scarlet and gold lace, 


ber of half grown bolls should be as 
short as possible, and upon the abund- 
ance of fruit set during this period de- 
pends the extent of the cotton crop in 
weevil infested fields. 


The Great Problem te Be Faced. 


The problem of cortrolling the wee- 
vil has been solved so far as methods 
are concerned, but a still greater prob- 
lem is that of securing the adoption by 
the majority of cotton planters of the 
improved agricultural practices that 
are recommended. 

Winter is the critical period in the 
life of this insect. It is during the 
months of his hibernation that the fight 
against him is most effective. By the 
burning of cotton stalks and rubbish 


costing $25, and as. there are about 
9,000 officers Who were affected by the 
order this meant a nice little sum of 
$225,000 for the army tallors, who re- 
joiced accordingly. The officers didn't 
rejoice, however, by a long. way, for 
they are far from overpaid—a second 
lieutenant of infantry receives $1.26 a 
day and a major only $3.26 a day—and 
they raised a storm of protest.

There are two or three big firms who 
do all the work of this kind and they 
made loud complaint that the war of- 
fice had told them to go ahead making 
the sashes as the officers would want 
them in a hurry. Accordingly, they 
bought material and engaged workers 
—one firm hired as many as 300 wom- 
en—and went ahead. Now the work- 
ers are discharged and the material is 
left on the tailors’ hands. But that 
isn’t all of the joke. Some hundreds of 
officers took the ‘war office humorist 
seriously and ordered their sashes 
from the taijlors, who now announce 
that they will hold them to their bar- 
gains. They are sorry for the officers, 
but they don’t see why they should 
suffer for the vagaries of the White- 
hall officials. 

And there the matter rests. The 
joke—from the joker's point of view— 
has been most successful. Some hun- 
dreds of officers will have to y for 
sashes that they don’t want and under 
the new order can’t use,

Newwv Barometers. 


For many tyears the Maine elections 
have served ais the barometer by which 
politicians the country over have been 
able to tell twhich. way the political 
wind was bjJowing. Maine holds her 
élections in September, two full months 
before a majority of the states in the 
union. f 

Now, however, there is a barometer, 
or rather a’ pair of barometers, and 
they will furnish a better line on what 
is going to; happen than Maine has 
ever been able to furnish. The legis- 
lature of Nebraska has just passed a 
new primary; law in which is _ incor- 
porated practically every doctrine for 
which the National Republican Pro- 
gressive Leagye stands sponser. From 
a national standpoint the new Ne- 
braska law is of interest because the 
people exprefs a choice for president, 
and elect their own national commit- 
teemen. Under the new law the pri- 
mary will be held in April, the same 
day on which Oregon operates its now 
famous primary.

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Map showing the distribution of marbles in the vicinity of Tate, Pickens 
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By 8S. W. McCallie. 
(State Geologist.) 

Georgia produces more marble than 
any state in the union, with the ex- 
ception of Vermont. These marbles are 
found along the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad in the northern part of 
the state. They form a narrow belt 
about sixty miles long, and from one to 
three miles wide, traversing in a\south- 
westerly direction the counties of Fan- 
nin, Gilmer, Pickens and Cherokee. 

These marbles, which are of Cam- 
zrian age, often occrin enormous beds 
of great thickness, and form continu- 
ous outcroppings for miles in length. 
The rocks associated with the marbles 
are chiefly clay-slates and mica 
schist. 

Georgia produced a limited amount 
of marble prior to 1840, but it was not 
until 1884, the date of the organization 
of the Georgia Marble Company, that 
the stone became generahy Known to 
the trade as a building and monu- 
mental material. This date marks the 
beginning of a very important epoch 
in the history of the development of 
the marble industry of the state. Pre- 
vious to this time, Georgia marble was 
practically unknown to the trade as 
a building stone, and had only a very 
local use for tombstones, etc.; but, on 
account of the superior quality of the 
marble and the energy and business- 
like methods of this and other com- 
pani@s soon organized, it has found its 
way to all parts of the United States, 
where it fs now used in the construc- 
tion of some of the most costly build- 
ings. The first work of the Georgia 
Marble Company, after securing con- 
trol of. nearly seven thousand acres, 
was to construct and equip a branch 
railroad from the quarries to the main 
line of the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad (no wthe Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern division of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad). This gave 
ready means of transportation to all 
parts of the country. The mills and 
quarries were then put in operation at 
a total cost of nearly $800,000, and 
have been run continuously ever since 
with a gredually increasing output. 

Growth of the Industry. 

The Southern Marble quarries, which 
are located about four miles east of 
Tate, were opened in 1885 by Miles & 
Horne, contractors for the state cap- 
itol of Georgia. The staircase and the 
tiling, except the border tiles, used in 
this building, were secured at these 


works. Since then the quarries have 
passed into the hands of the Norcross 
brothers, and tWffe facilities for quarry- 
ing and working the marble have been 
greatly increased. New quarries have 
been opened and mills erected, and 
great quantities of white marble have 
been annually shipped to all sections 
of the country for building, monu- 
mental work and interior finish. 

The Piedmont Marble Company was 
organized in 1886. The quarries and 
plant of this company, mow owned by 
the Marble Hill Quarry ‘Company, are 


located only a short distance from the! 


Southern Marble Company’s quarries. 


The quarries of this company are not 
at present operated. 

Marble Company’s 
operated by the Ar- 
lanta Marble Company, was first op- 
erated in 1892, when it was then 
known as the Herndon quarry. In 1897 
the Amicalola Marble Company pur- 
chased the property, subsequent to 
which date, with the exception Of the 
last few months, the quarries have 
been continuously operated. These 
quarries are located about one mile 
south of the Southern Marble Com- 
pany’s quarries. 

The Georgia marbles are shown by 
chemical analysis to be nearly pure 
calcium carbonate. They vary in tex- 
ture from fine to coarse grained. The 
former variety, which varies from uni- 
form white to dark, clouded, and flesh- 
clored, has a great strength and low 
absorption powers. 

Georgia marbles are used chiefly for

also interior decoration. Prior to 1891, 
the use of the stone was confined to in- 
terior finish and monumental stock, but 
in that year facilities for handling ex- 
terior work were added, and the first 
building undertaken was the Equitable 
building, Atlanta. The stone has now a 
wide use for building purposes. Costly 
buildings, such as state capitols, post- 
offices, etc., made of Georgia marbles 
are distributed from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific and from the Canadian to 
the Mexican boundaries. There is prob- 
ably no building stone in this country, 
in recent years, which has gained such 
a widespread use and given such uni- 
versal satisfaction as the Georgia mar- 
ble. The growth of the use of the stone 
has also been equally as phenomenal in 
monumental work. These monuments 
have ‘not only an extensive sale in the 
south, but also throughout the north 
and west. The marble, furthermore, has 
an extensive use for interior finish and 
decoration. It is especially well suited 
for wainscoating, tiling and other inte- 
rior purposes. 
Best Building Material. 

As a building marble, the Georgia 
stone has but few, if any, equals in the 
United States. Its purity and great 
strength, together with its extremely 
low absorption properties, fit it for all 
classes of exterior work, and at the 
same time, even in the most rigid cli- 
mate, give it a lasting property, sur- 
passed by but few building stones. The 
dark and flesh color of the stone, which 
is due principally to the presence 
graphite and iron oxide, minerals, but 
little affected by atmospheric or organic 
agencies, are as unchangeable as the 
marble itself. 

Qualities of Marble. 


In addition to the marble above de-4 


‘scribed, there occurs in the Silurian 
series of rocks in the northwest corner 
of Whitfield county a narrow belt of 


about one mile east of Red Clay, and 
extends nearly parallel with the South- 
ern railway for about 10 miles. It is 
well exposed about 1 mile east of Var- 
nell’s station on the Eslinger farm, 
where it was worked to a limited ex- 
tent several years ago. This marble 
belongs to the same stratum which 
traverses the valley of East Tennessee, 
and which is so extensively worked in 
the vicinity of Knoxville. 

It is gen- 
erally of a dark chocolate color, varie- 
gated with white; but there also oc- 
curs, in more or less abundance, a 
light gray and a beautiful pink.

An international syndicate, composed 
largely of Americans and Englishmen, is 
backing the enterprise. It is understood 
that J. Pierpont Morgan is interested in it, 
although he does not care to have the fact 
known. 

Delicate negotiations will still be neces 
sary to obtain permission to begin the work, 
since Italy is very jealous of the efforts of 
foreigners to obtain possession of her works 
of art. The usual plan is to have Italians 
dig them up and then convey them quietly 
out of the country. 

In this case it is hoped that permission 
will be obtained, because home talent has 
again and again failed to carry out the work 
thoroughly. Even the great Garibaldi was 
unable to execute a project for cleaning up 
the Tiber. Many Italians are interested in 
the present scheme, and a handsome share of 
the proceeds, estimated at one-third, will go 
to ¢ Even then, there is a prospect of 
mil of dollars of profit for the syndicate.

There, some of 
the explorers believe, they will find Alaric in 
full armor surrounded by his weapons, his 
loot and the slaves killed to keep him 
company. This is a slight variation of the 
generally accepted statement that Alaric wae 
buried beneath a river in Southern Italy. 

Many: objects have already been found in 
the Tiber, which justify the belief that vest 
treasures still He there. In making prepara- 
tions to build the modern bridges over the 
Tiber, the jewels anid works of art found 
largely defrayed the cost of these undertak- 
ings. The Museum of the Baths of Diocle- 
tian has been largely filled with objects 
taken from the Tiber. 

When the foundations of the modern Garik 
baldi Bridge were being laid, beautiful statues 
in bronze of Bacchus and Venus were found 
that have been valued at millions of dollars. 


The present search will be made near the 
most ancient bridge in Rome—the Sub 
licius, the suceessor of the one which the 
brave Horatius held against the army of 
Tarquin. Here it is argued the greatest 
quantity of votive offerings must have beep 
thrown in. Horatius himself said, according 
to Macaulay; 


“© Tiber! Father Tiber! 
To whom the Romans pray, 

A Roman's life, a Roman’s arms; 
Take thou in charge this day.” 


Roman matrons cast their finest jewels and 
most beautiful statues into the river ei 
as pious offerings or to obtain the aid of 
the deity. The articles thrown into the river 
sank immediately into the mui, and in this 
way were preserved for ages. 

The custom of throwing images into the 
Tiber began three thousand years ago, at the 
dawn of Roman history, and was kept up for 
over a thousand years. 

Then when Rome became entirely Chris- 
tian, the old river was enriched from @ new 
source. The Christians, believing that the 
ancient statues and images were impious and 
idolatrous, cast them into the river. Many a 
beautiful Venus and Bacchus found a watery 
grave for this reason. 

Then there have been seventeen distinct 
occasions recorded in history when Rome 
was sacked, sometimes by barbarians, some 
times by enemies within the State. On some 
of these occasions the barbarians, valuing 
only the things of - precious metal, threw 
many of the works of art into the river. 


The Tiber must conceal many of the mase 
terpieces of ancient Greek art, for these were 
plundered from Greece by the Romans and 
then unaccountably disappeared.

ever, has been frequently demonstrated at the 
expense of venturesome explorers who have at 
one itine or another made an effort to enter the 
shaft. : 

The mine is situated in Westefn Mexico, in 
the Province of Sinaloa. It is known as the 
Sivirijoa Mine and is more than two centuries 
old. In the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury it was worked at a great profit. 

Over one hundred and twenty-five million dol- 
lars’ worth of ore was obtained in a compara- 
tively short period, and the- property was finally 
abandoned only because of a flow of water which 
was encountered, and which the inexpert mine- 
workers of that period were unable to overcome. 

There can be little doubt that there are still 
millions of dollars’ worth of precious ore to be 
obtained from thig old mine,-but so far the bats 
that infest it have made all investigation out of 
the question. 

’ ‘There are millions of these bats in the mine. 
Every night, shortly after dark, they begin to 
emerge from the shaft in one long, dense col- 
umn. It takes fully five hours for the host to 
make its way out in this fashion. While they 
are rising they present the appearance of a 
column of black smoke and they are visible for 
miles aroun. 

'  Individualy, of course, these bats are entirely 
harmless. The danger lies in their vast num- 
bers. Intrepid explorers who have ventured 
into the mouth of the mine have been almost 
suffocated by the swarms of léathsome creat- 
ures which fell upon them. 

To enter the mine in the daytime, when the 
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tunity to explore at night, for it is after 12 
o’clock before the bats are all out, and long be- 
fore daylight they begin to return im great num- 
bers, No explorer has ever been able to pene- 
trate the mine sufficiently to ascertain just what 
the prospects would be of working it profitably. 

Some years ago a party of American engin- 
eers who had heard of the mine endeavored to 
investigate ft during the daytime and barely es 
caped with their lives. Myriads of the bats, 
disturbed in their daysleep by the intruders, fell 
upon them in such numbers that they were all 
but suffocated. By crawling on hands and feet 
they eventually succeeded in making their es- 
cape, but no one has since had the courage to 
repeat their experiment. 

Although bats are not blind, as is commonly 
supposed, their eyesight is keener in darkness 
than it is in light. This fact, however, makes 
exploration of the mine in the daytime no easier 
than at night, for in the depths of the old mine 
it is always dark. 

The presence of an intruder in the mine is 
immediately observed by the frightened bats, 
and they become entirely demoralized through 
fear,. dropping m their places in such num-

The exploration of the Tiber for its-treas- 
utes has been attempted sporadically for 
many centuries and has nearly always pro- 
duced valuable results. As long ago as 1773 
Don Alfonso Bruzzi attempted to sink a cof- 
ferdam in the river, but engineering science 
was not sufficiently developed at that time 
and his outfit was wrecked. 

The great Garibaldi planned to turn the 
Tiber from its course for two miles in order 
to explore the river bed thoroughly, but he 
was not able to obtain sufficient funds to 
carry out his plan. 

Now at last there is every prospect that 
the international syndicate of wmilionaires 
will carry out this marvellously interesting 
work with a reasonable degree of thorough- 
ness. 

By the digging of crenches and the use 
nneumatic tanks and steam pumps not & sin- 
gle object worthy of preservation will be left 
undisturbed or undiscovered.

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STRONG PLEA MADE FOR 
GRANT PARK MUSEUM 


By Wilbur K. Kurtz. 

The suggestion of Mr. Carey to place 
the cyclorama and the locomotive, 
“Texas,” under one roof and make them 
the nucleus of a museum for ctvil war 
relics is a most timely one at this mo- 
ment of the wsemi-centenary. To all 
readers of the events of fifty years ago, 
Atlanta was ae picturesque storm- 
center. Here was the Key to the “grand 
strategy the war;” northern folk 
couple its name with the brilliant cam- 
paign of the “march to the sea,” and 
southrons of the gallant defense of its 
principal railroad by Georgia sons, of 
the desperate struggle of those July 
days about its environs, and its ghast- 
ly aspect after the devastating evacua- 
tio nof Sherman's legions. It scarcely 
need be pointed out that the Gate City 
possesses but few objects that recall 
to the passer-by the passage of that 
fiery tempest. At Chattanooga, the 
most casual stroller is halted at every 
Step to inspect a challenging legend 
upon some tablet. They call to you 
from yards and hotel walls; this quiet 
residence with green lawn and flowers 
was once an angle in the 
line of fortifications forming the 
city’s defenses; this church was 
a hospital; on yonder corner 
stood a prison. Such are the _ rec- 
ords of a wonderful history to be 
eagerly read by later generations; 
they make a city unique; they add dig- 
nity to its significance, and tell of 
an appreciative public who have prop- 
erly understood the great lesson ex- 
perience gave us in trying out the 
principles of our great declaration. 

The McPherson monument, on 
ground now 'a portion of Atlanta, is 
but one of few—yea, a solitary me- 
morial of the July 22 fight. If the tour- 
ist was not well informed, he would 
think that all the fighting was done 
at Chickamauga and Vicksburg, with 
perhaps a few skirmishes at Marietta. 
Tt goes without saying, however, that 
thie disproportion in marking is due 
te that fugitive quantity known as 
federal patronage. Any old citizen of 
Atianta, or any soldier in either of the 
armies battling from Chattanooga to 
Psra church, could tell of events just 
ag great, but hitherto unmarked with 
monumental bronze. So the museum 
idea, is presented at a most opportune 
moment. As to the cyclorama, one 
trembles to think what a spark of fire 
would do that flimsy pile of shingles, 
end its treasure housed within. Hither 
comes the tourist to behold a graphic 
rendering of things spoken of only at 
Chattanooga; here he receives a won- 
@erful insight into the events’ of July 
22, and can thereupon visit the actual 
scene of battle. 

Fiame of the Texas. 
As to the locomotive, “Texas,” its

presence in the same building would 
mean the addition ofa relic whose 
fame has made April 12, 1862,a date as 
well known as that of July 32, 1864. 

Atlanta is the place for the keeping 
of this engine. The partipants in the 
pursuit of Andrews lived here; the 
subsequent history of the raiders is in- 
dissolubly connected with the town, 
and Atlanta herself, from the time she 
left off being Marthasville, owes her 
present prosperity to the railroads. It 
was on the state’s own line that this 
locomotive distihguished herself: 

The Atlanta Spirit blazed out again 
most magnificently the other day when 
the city council voted $56,000 for the 
housing and installation of the ‘“Texas’’ 
at Grant park. The move is a most 
satisfactory one and does credit to the 
progressive city of Atlanta. The pres- 
ence of this locomotive there in a suit- 
able condition for exhibition will make 
not only the park, but the city, an ob- 
jective point for the northern tourist. 
When one travels southward with all 
sorts of folk, one cannot but notice 
the lively interest displayed by them 
in the story of-the raid. A judicious 
use of printers’ ink In railroad litera- 
ture, tog~ether with the presence of the 
‘“Gereral’ at Chattanooga, and the va- 
rious markers along the route of the 
Western and Atlantic have kept al! 
fully informed. So much jso in fact, 
that the visitors even brave the mud 
and,.smoke of the railroad yards— 
climb over box cars and dodge switch 
engines to see the “other’’|) locomotive 
—the one that foiled the raiding ‘‘Gen- 
eral.”” Situated in a cool and grassy 
park on the site of old Fprt Walker 
with its silent guns and traceable em- 
bankments, the engine would make of 
the place an object of imterest, the 
like of which can be found in no other 
part of the world.

Be 
it remembered that our civil war Is 
distinguished from all others by this 
one element—the railroad as a military 
asset. The great generals planned 
their campaigns in inland districts 
with an eye to iron rails &nd ties. The 
Atlanta campaign was mostly a battle 
for the state road. Sherman had men 
who did little else than build or de- 
stroy railroad tracking. They were 
past masters in the art of coiling red- 
hot rail about a neighboring tree, and 
President Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, has 
more than once declared that if these 
rails had been left there, the road 
would today have all the others 
eclipsed for scenic quafities. A few 
bridges more or less—a certain num- 
ber of engines—a sufficient or insuf- 
ficient quota of skilled men and cars, 
made or unmade a campaign. To burn 
a bridge was as great a crime as to 
be caught as a spy, and the history of 
the Andrews’ raid well attests. the 
strategic importance of a railroad. and 
the terrible retribution visited upon 
the daring bridge burners. 

So, in memorializing this greatest of 
all railroad episodes, coupled as it is 
with a profound military strategy, we 
do well to make permanent record of 
the type of locomotive used.

Other Relics of War. 

There are other relics pertaining to 
the raid that would, in tine, find per- 
manent homes under the roof of this 
museum. It is not forgotten that there 
is in existence an old latticed door of 
iron bars that once swung in a cell 
doorway in the old county jail that 
stood on the corner of Fair and Fraser 
streets. The houses at Nos. 36, 38, 40 
and 42 Fraser street mark the site of 
this prison. The location was estab- 
lished beyond a doubt by Mr. Daniel 
A. Dorsey, one of the raiders, and the 
late Anthony Murphy in 1906. It was 
a two-story brick building, surrounded 
by a high board fence, inclosing a 
yard 100 feet square. There were four 
rooms on each floor, divided by hall- 
ways running east and west. As is 
known, the raiding, party of twenty-~- 
two were separated at Chattanooga 
after being imprisoned there. Andrews 
and nine of his men remained, while 
twelve were taken to Knoxville for 
trial. Andrews, tried at Chattanooga, 
and senteneed to hang June 7, 1862, 
was removed to Atlanta that day with 
eight of the men. The ywnissing one, 
Wollam, had escaped. at Chattanooga. 
These eight men were placed in the 
southwest room, second floor. A few 
days later the KnoxvilHe party of 
twelve reached Atlanta. They were 
placed in thé northeast room, second 
floor. On the 18th the seven men, 
Scott, Robertson, George D. Wilson, 
Ross, Slavens, Shadrack and Campbell, 
who had been tried by court-martial 
at Knoxville, were taken from this 
northeast room and executed on one 
scaffold at the corner of Fair and Park 
avenue. Then the eight men of the 
southwest room were moved to. the 
northeast room, and a few days later 
the recaptured Wollam joined them. 
The remainder of the party, now but 
fourteen, remained in this cell until 
the 16th of October.

significance. Now these ships were 
built by Spanish builders from the 
samé plans used when the original 
ships were built for the great naviga- 
tor.

them original pieces. As it is, there 
are parts that never saw war service, 
but were placed there at a later date. 
These are the parts that make it in- 
congruous and absurd when we con- 
sider the engine as a memorial. Weuld 
it not be better to remove these mod- 
ern paris, and substitute semblances 
or reproductions of the original por- 
tions? The work woeld not be great,

No one living could say to just what 
cell this iron door belonged, but no 
one doubts its service as a door to one 
of these four upper rooms. The jail 
was dismantled after the war, and the 
wreckers disposed of the parts in the 
One citizen, Mr.

He saw one of the 
latticed doors placed in the sidewalk 
as a cellar grating, on the west side of 
South Broad street, at No. 27. This he 
pointed out to others who knew of its 
identity, and Mr. Fugazzi, who had a 
commission house at No. 27 for eight 
years, stated that the old door was a 
constant object of curiosity to vis- 
itors.

ford was a conductor on the State 
Road in 1862. On April 12, he start- 
eq from Atlanta with his train, a local 
freight, about 5 o’clock that morning. 
It will be remembered that when Mr. 
Anthony Murphy started in pursuit of 
the “General,” with Captain Fuller, 
from the breakfast table, he paused 
long enough to tell Lem Kendrick, of

to Marietta ang report the seizure of 
the locomotive to E. B. Walker at At- 
Crawford was just leaving Ma- 
rietta when Kendrick rode up and 
shouted to him to hold his train until 
a message could be sent to Mr. Walker. 
The latter ordereq Crawford to pro- 
ceed to Big Shanty and load up with 
troops for a pursuit. As is known, 
there was a large camp of soldiers at 
Big Shanty, and the late General Phil- 
lips ang 40 or 50 men rode in the two 
box cars left coupled to Crawford's 
engine, the “Pennsylvania’—Richard 
Harper engineer. This rather leisurely 
pursuit was continued as far as Dal- 
ton—the broken tracks having been 
repaired, and here the Big Shanty 
men left the train.

On Apri] 12, 1862, he was fire- 
man on’ the locomotive ‘Catoosa,’ Joe 
Renard, engineer. This train, of 
which Frank Watts was conductor, 
was a counterpart of Fuller’s—a mix- 
ed freight and passenger. It ran south- 
ward and, when all went well, passed 
Fuller’s train at Adairsville. On this 
day the train consisted of eight or 
ten freight cars, a baggage and two 
passenger coaches. . Being late to Cal- 
houn, and Fuller’s train momentarily 
expected, the “Catoosa” awaited its 
coming on a siding. Since the wire 
had been cut there were no instruc- 
tions to be had from the dispatcher. 
It was on this train that young Ed- 
ward Henderson, the telegraph oper- 
ator, rode from Dalton on orders 
from the Chattanooga office to inves- 
tigate this same cut wire. Soon the 
“General” passed in its wild career— 
having heard the whistle of its pur- 
suers but four miles out of Kings- 
ton, and Mr. Adams, from his seat in 


the cab, saw the engine pass—with a. 


strange engineer testing the gauge for 
water and _  suspicious-looking men 
within one of the box cars. Shortly 
after Fuller and the “Texas” came 
it. 
The “Catoosa” was immediately start- 
ed after the “Texas.” Some recruits 
under Captain W. J. Whitsitt, of Ring- 
gold, were aboard, and this party 
joined in the search for the raiders 
after the latter had taken to the 
woods. Captain Whitsitt was living 
in Ringgold, Ga., in 1907—‘“mine host’”’ 
at “ye Ringgold tavern.” 
Mrs. Seawell Tells of War. 

Mrs. J. B. Seawell, 176 West North 
avenue, is the daughter of George M. 
Lacy, who was the proprietor of the 
Big Shanty Hotel at the time of the 
raid. It was here that the train crew 
were breakfasting when Anderson 
sejzed the locomotive. Mrs. Seawell 
vividly recalls the day. She was a 
witness to the confusion that followed 
the strange and unexpected taking of 
the engine. -.er account of life at the 
old tavern reads like a page from ro- 
mance. Mr. Lacy leased the hotel 
from Lem Kendrick in 1859. The 
Lacys lived here until June, 1864, 
when they refugeed from Sherman's 
advance. This hotel was famous in 
that section for its table and its host. 
Here dined travelers from everywhere 
in a day when dining cars were un- 
known. The morning train out of At- 
lanta left at 4 o'clock and abvut day- 
light pulled up, not at the Big shanty 
depot, but at the Lacy Hotel, where 
breakfast was waiting. The small 
shed they styled a depot stood abvut 
where the present depot sianus, but 
the hotel stood several hundied teet 
to the south in a large yard sur- 
rounded by a picket fence. An open 
space bordered by this fence was im- 
mediately in front of the porch and 
entrance, and along the sides of this 
space and against the fence were seats 
for waiting passengers. The  tgilet 
requisites were rather scant and 
somewhat oddly placed. On either side 
of the front porch in battered array 
were ragged nugnerous wasli pans and 
flanking the doorway were iarge 
roller towels. The well was in the 
adjacent door yard. Mr. Lacy took 


your quarter at the dining roum eén- 
trance and Mrs. Lacy presided at the 
head of the table in a most home-like 
fashion...

She was seated 
on the bed, leaning against one of ihe 
four posts. In front of her was an. 
old valise, from which she was assort- 
ing love letters. Some she had tied up| 
to preserve, otMers she had burned in 
the fireplace. While thus employed, | 
the dinner bell sounded, and she left’ 
her room to go down stairs. In the 
upper hallway, at the head of the 
stairs, seated at a table and playing 
at cards were some other members’! 
of the family and boarders. As she 
passed them she remarked. “Did you 
all hear that bell? Ma said she was

going to nave a good dinner far us to- 
day, for she deesn’t know when we'll 
get another one.” Indeed the mother 
had prepared the last “chicken but one 
——a setting hen that had found tempo- 
rary refuge under an outbuilding. The 
players declared they’d finish their 
game first, in much the same spirit as 
Sir Francis Drake when he spied from 
Plymouth bowling green the porten- 
tious half moon of the Armada sweép- 
ing up the channe!.

This was Sherman’s first notice of 
an ‘ntended visit. The Lacrys didn’t re- 
main much longer; they refugeed 
southward and the tavern was left to 
its fate. It would be interesting to 
know in what private collections are 
to be found the scattered furniture, 
the spoons and the forks that the om- 
nipresent fcrager filched. Even the 
neighbors, so we're told, were not 
above taking a bedstead or a dresser. 
and one can easily imagine some silent 
old highboy reposing in some dusty 
g@arret that could tell tales of sack 
and pillage that are ever in the wake 
of an army terrible with banners. The 
conquering soldiery ate, slept and 
drank within its, walls, and then it 
went the way of many another bulld- 
ing during those autumn days of 1864.

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Billions Being Added 


_. To National. Wealth

Washington, May 6.—(Special Corre- 
spondence,)—I have spent this after- 
moon at the geological survey talking 
with Dr. George Otis Smith, the di- 
Tector, as to his new investigations of 
Uncle Sam’s coal fields. His figures are 

-@0 big that they dazzle the mind, The 
area of the known beds has been al- 
most doubled within the past ten years, 
and it is now known to cover a ter-. 
Fritory twelve times as large as the 
state of Ohio, Virginia or Kentuoky, 
or about one-sixth that of the United 
States proper. 

Some of the new and undeveloped re- 
gions have beds thirty, forty, fifty and 
even eighty feet thick, and one single 
bed contains five or six billion tons. 
In the whole United States, according 
to the estimate of Dr. Campbell, made 
for the survey, the coal in the beds is 
more than 3,000 billions of tons, 
of this more than 2,600 billion tons are 
accessible and easily worked. Dr. 
Smith says that our workable coal 
fields are four times as large as those 
of all of the country combined, and 
that our tonnage is twice as great as 
that estimated for the rest of the 
world. 


Uncle Sam’s Big Coal Wall. 


You have heard of the great Chinese 
wall. I have seen it at several differ- 
ent places. It is about 40 feet high, 
and perhaps twenty feet wide at the 
top. It begins at the Yellow sea and 
runs across China for a distance of 
1,500 miles. That wall would be a grain 
of sand or at best a single brick com- 
pared with the mighty wall that might 
be made of Uncle Sam’s coal. We shall 
estimate the amount at only 2,000 bil- 
lions of tons, taking only the work- 
able and accessible coal into the cel- 
culation. If that conl were out of the 
ground and laid up in solid masonry 
it would make a wall one-third of a 
mile high and a mile thick reaching 
from New York to San Francisco. Or 
Suppose it be 600 feet thick, which is 
more than three times the width of 
Pennsylvania avenue in Washington, or 
that of any of the largest streets of 
our cities, and make the wall three 
times as high as the Washington monu- 
ment. We shall begin the construc- 
tion at Boston and extend the wall 
westward. How far do you think it 
would go? Would it reach across the 
Pacific? Yes. It would extend from 
Boston to Shanghai in China, and from 
there over the whole of Asia and [Eu- 
rope, until it met the Atlantic ocean 
on the west coast of France. It would 
go on clear across that ocean to Bos- 
ton, and there would be hundreds of 
millions of tons yet to spare. 

But the Chinese wall was a useless 
attempt at defense to shut out the Tar- 
tars. This is a great industrial wall, 
which means the keeping of our facto- 
ries busy and our houses warm for 
three or four thousand years of the 
ages to come. 

This estimate of how long our coal 
will last is not Dr. Smith’s. I tried to 
get him to tell, but he hedged. Said 
he: 

“As reported by Mr. Parker, the sur- 
vey coal statistician, the total produc- 
tion of coal in the United States up to 
date -has been over eight billion tons, 
which, with the waste involved in min- 
ing, represents an exhaustion of about 
twelve billion tons. This is less than 
one-half of 1 per cent of the coal now 
known to exist, and it leaves us more 
than 99 per cent of our workable coal 
in the ground. The amount, as I have 
said, is about two thousand billion 
tons, which means four thousand times 
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the amount we are now using each 
year, plus 50 per cent added as waste.” 
A Million and a Half Tons Daily. 
“Hiow much coal do we use every 
year?’ 

“Our highest production was that of 
1907, when we used 480,000,000 short 
tons. That was about a million and a 
half tons every day. We are now using 
a litttle less, but it would take more 
than 300,000 trains of thirty cars each 
to carry the coal that we are annually 
mining, and the combined length of 
those trains would be between eighty 
and ninety thousand miles.

What Uncle Sam Owns. 

“Can you give me some idea of the 
lands which still belong to the 
What is their extent?” 

“They cover an area of more than 
Seventy or eighty million acres, and /' 
they contain an enormous amount.’ 
Some of the beds are twenty, thirty, 
forty and even as high as eighty feet 
in thickness, and in many of them { 
there ‘are several beds with clay or 
rock between them. In the Navajo 
reservation of Arizona we have the 
Black Mesa coal field, which is esti- 
mated to contain more than all the 
coal that Pennsylvania has produced 
or wasted up to date. Altogether it 
is estimated that there are almost 
2,000 billion tons of coal of one kind 
or another in the public land states. 
[t must be remembered that a great 
deal of this is lignite of such a low 
grade that it will be many years be- 
fore it is mined.” 

“What is the character of the west- 
ern coal?’ 

“It is of all grades. Some of it is 
anthracite and some of it is high-grade 
bituminous coal. We have consider- 
able anthracite in Alaska, and also 
great quantities of bituminous coal 
which will make excellent coke and 
which, eventually, will be used largely 
in the industrial development of the! 
Pacific coast states.” 

How Uncle Sam Has Saved Millions. 

“I understand that you geologists 
are resurveying and revaluing the coal 
upon our public lands? Can you tell 
me how this is done?” 

“The old way of selling the coal 
lands,” replied the director, “was so 
much per acre, regardless of the quali- 
ty or amount of coal it contained. 
The price was fixed at $20 if the land 
lay within fifteen miles of a railroad, 
or at $10 per acre if it were outside 
limit. Our present methdd is to 
measure up the coal in each acre, and 
sell the land on a coal tonnage basis. 
Instead of getting $10 or $20 per acre, 
we are now getting from $50 to $500 
er acre, and some of the coal land 
will be worth more. Within the past 
two years the survey has classified 
more than eight million acres of coal 
in that way, and has placed a value 
upon them of $560,000,000. 

This added to what we have classi- 
fied before gives us over 138,000,000 acres 
already classified, the valuation of 
which tn round numbers is $637,000,000. 
At the old rates those lands would have 
sold for at least $400,000,000 less, and 
the new valuations mean a gain to the 
government of about that amount. But 
this, you must remember, is the saving 
on only 13,000,000 acres, and we have 
sixty or seventy million acres which 
are yet to be priced.” 

Coal at One-Half Cent a Ton. 

“But how can you fix the value of 
the coal?” 

“We do that on a royalty basis. 


In 


coal each acre contains. A bed of coal 
one foot thick has abeut 1,800 tons to 
the acre, and if it is 40 feet thick it 
would éontain 49 times that, or 72,000 
tons to the acre. We value it as low 
as half a cent a ton, and from that up 
to twenty-three cents a ton, according 
to the quality of the coal, whether it is 
a low-grade bituminous or a high- 
grade anthracite or coking bituminous. 

“We test the actual heating value and 
base our estimates on that. Having 
estimated the value, we put the price. 
on each acre, and we have now maps 
showing the values of coal lands on 
millions of acres. The maps are in 
townships divided up into forty-acre 
tracts, the value of each of which has 


been carefully calculated. An acre of 7 


coal twenty feet thick would con 


36,000 tons, and this at one-half cerit

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ing we considered the full amount of 
coal it contained. We estimate, how- 
ever, at 1,000 tons instead-ef 1,800 tons 
to the acre foot, and the price of the 
twenty-foot bed would be on the basis 
of only 20,000 tons, making it cost $100 
per acre instead of $180. If it were one 
cent a ton it would be $200 per acre, 
and if the bed were thicker or thinner 
it would be more or less. We have 
other allowances for waste and for the 
difficulty of mining.” 

Uncle Sam as a Coal Merchant. 

“But can the government lands De 
sold at these high prices?’ 

“We are selling them. During & 
single month at the Salt Lake City 


| office we have received $200,000 for 


such lands, and additional claims were 
filed that month by would-be  pur- 
chasers aggregating 9200,000 more. 
The selling prices are fixed so that 
they will be attractive to the purchaser 
and at the same time will prevent the 
lands being bought and held, in order 
that the buyer may make a_ great 
profit out of the unearned increment 
thereon. The idea is to conserve the 
coal for the government and the peo- 
ple. The land office also issues patents 
for farm lands as homesteads, reserv- 
ing the coal which Mes beneath them. 

“What sort of coal lands are the best 
investments?” ‘ 

“At present the high-grade and more 
expensive lands are the better buys, 
although more of the low-priced lands 
are being sold. You see, we have a 
considerable competition from the 
railways that have received large 
grants of public lands as subsidies, and 
some of which own vast quantities of 
coal. The Union Pacic road has ex- 
tensive tracts of* valuable coal lands. 
I would say that the railroads are not 
anxious to sell at the government 
prices, and that our prices are as 4 
rule below those asked for private coal 
lands at the same districts.” 

The Old Pian and the New. 

“Can you give me an example of the 
old methog of selling in contrast to 
the present plan?” 

“Suppose we take one of the 
Wyoming coal fields,” said the director. 
“Here is a township which at the old 
rate of from ten to twenty dollars 
per acre was valued at $100,000. It is 
now priceq at 1 cent a ton according 
to its coal contents, and the value is 
just $2,800,000, a difference of $2,340,- 
000 for that township alone. In an- 
offer township in Wyoming the preées- 
ent valuation of the coal lands is a Lt- 
tle more than $8,000,000, whereas, it 
was less than $500,000 before, and a 
single square mile of that township 
had been valued at $216,000.” 

Surveying the Coal. 


“But how can your surveyors know 
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just what coal there is in the land? Do 
they use diamond drills and bore down 
through every acre?” 

“No,” replied the director. “They can 
tell from the outcroppings of the coal 
on the mountains and hills, and the 
veins exposed in the canyons and val- 
leys. If there is a bed of coal 20 feet 
thick in one canyon and we find a bed 
of the same thickness and same qual- 
ity of coal some distance away with the 
other geological conditions that would 
show that the two were a part of one 
and theesame bed, we should conclude 
that all the land between the two con. 
tained coal. Our estimates are careful- 
ly made, and as a rule they are below 
rather than above the real amounts.” 


The Depth of Coal Beds. 

“How deep do you fix the possibility 
of mining?’ 

“We estimate that at about 38,000 
feet,” repled the director. “I mean for 
coal. The lignite is estimated at about 
one-third that depth.” 


“How about lignite, is it of great 
value?” 


“It will probably be worth far more 
in the future than it is now. We have 
altogether in the neighborhood of ‘150,- 
000 square miles, containing about 390 
billion tons of lignite, Which is easily 
accessible. There are vast beds of lig- 
nite in northern Dakota, covered over 
with rich farming lands, and there are 
great beds in the south, including 
Texas and .other gulf states. We have 
a lignite bed in North Dakota which 
is as big as the whole state of South 
Carolina. Its contents are estimated at 
something like 600 billion tons. Mon- 
tana and New Mexico have large de- 


posits of lignite and there are billions 
of it In Alaska. 


Lignite Briquettes for the Railroads. 


“But have we had any p?Factical tests 
of the value of lignite?” 

“It is used largely in Europe,” 
the director of the Survey. “Germany 
consumes fifteen million tons of it an- 
nually, and in the shape of briquettes 
it is consumed on many of the Euro- 
pean railroads. It is also employed 
there for domestic -heating and gas- 
making. Briquettes have been used ex- 
perimentally on some of our roads, and 
we have a number of factories which 
are now making them. The briquettes 
burn without clinkers, and I have seen 
it estimated that if they should be sub- 
stituted for coal on the railroads, the 
saving in our coal consumption would 
be something like thirty million tonk 
per annum. The geological survey has 
been making experiments as to bri- 
quette manufacture, and we have ma- 
chines which will exert a pressure of 
28,000 pounds to the square inch, forc- 
ing the lignite into briquettes without 
the aid of a binder, such as pitch or 
some other substance. Lignite coa) can 
be used for gasmaking, and it will in 
time form a large sourge of fuel sup- 
ply for gas engines. ; 

The Coal Lands and the Deserts. 
BR gb will be done with the money 

a e government s from 
lands?” I asked. « ners: 

“That is a very interesting feature fn 
connection with the revaluation,” said 
the director. “The greater part of the 
government coal lands lies in the states 
which are reclaiming the deserts, and 
this money.will go to the reclamation 
fund. It will be used to make reser- 
voirs in the mountains, dams for the 
rivers and canals to carry the water 
out over the land. It will,enormously 
increase the area of irrigated land, and 
will eventually result in the creation of 
thousands of farms. So far the pro- 
ceeds of the coal lands have all been 
deposited to the credit of the irriga- 
tion reclamation fund.

The. report of Miss Grace M. Pierce, 
registrar gencral, was in part as fol- 
lows: 

“In the early days of the society, 
some wildly ambitious person predict- 
@€d that some time our national so- 
clety might achieve a membership of 
16,000. The increase in membership in 
the last two years alone has fallen 
short of this estimate of the whole 
future membership by only 1,408. Thir- 
teen thousand six hundred and ninety- 
two members have been admitted to 
our society since the congress of 1909— 
6,955 during the last year, ang 6,737 
during the present. 

The Tuesday afternoon session of the 
congress was taken up with the pre- 
gsentation of gifts to the national s0- 
ciety and to Continental hall by the 
Various states. Each gtate regent an- 
nounced the gifts of the chapters, many 
of them being money contributions, 
- and others valuable revolutionary rel- 
ics. 

Among the many gifts made were 
five photographs of New Jersey signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
presented by the New Jersey delega- 
tion. The pictures were of John With- 
erspoon, Abram Clark, Richard Stock- 
ton, John Hart, and Francis Hopkinson. 
A bust of Governor Isaac Shelby, of 
Kentucky, was presented by Mrs. Mary 
Shelby Wilson, of Lexington, in behalf 
of the Kentucky delegation. Mrs. Wil- 
gon is a great-granddaughter of Gov- 
ernor Shelby. Busts also were present- 
ed of Benfamin Franklin, John Han- 
cock, Thomas Jefferson, General James 
Edward Oglethorpe, George Washing- 
ton, Nathan Hale, Ethan Allen, John 
Adams, General John Stark and Gen- 
eral Edward Hand. 

Hon. H. V. Washington, of Macon, 
Ga., a collateral descendant of George 
Washington, has contributed the final 
$1,000 to the building fund of Conti- 
nental hall. The buliding is now com- 
pletely paid for.

5. To work for passage of laws 
recommended by school commission 
appointed by Governor Gilchrist, of 
which Hon. W. M. Holloway, state 
superintendent public instruction, was 
chairman, set out in full the governor's 
message. 

6. We ask that the law forbidding 
racing and betting in Florida be not 
repealed nor time extended. 

The club women present” pledged 
their active co-operation, promising to 
send letters and telegrams to their 
representatives, urging the passage of 
these bills.

8. Sherman in his “Memoirs of the 
War” says it was a fight 90 miles long. 
What were the losses on both sides? 

9. On this retreat, in how many bat- 
tles and engagements did Johnston 
fight? Was he ever taken by surprise? 

10. Tell of the route of the feJerals 
at Kennesaw. Describe the battle at 
Powder Springs. How did the army 
of the Tennessee maintain its renown? 

11. Why was Johnston removed and 
Hood placed in command? Would not 
Sherman*have found his march to the 
sea more difficult had Johnston, been 
retained in command? 

12. When was he reinstated? How 
do we observe the day of his surren- 
der to Sherman?

Central Directors Hold Special 
Session. 


In a Statement to the Public, 
President Markham Says the 
Railroad Has Accepted De- 
cision of Supreme Court in 


1907 in Good Faith. 


Savannah, Ga., May 6.—The purpose 
of the special meeting of the directors 
of the Central of Georgia railway to- 
day was to effect a settlement with 
the dissatisfied bondholders who have 
been suing the company for interest on 
income bonds. ‘ 

The following statement was issued 
by President Markham, of the Central, 
after the meeting: 

“The decision of the supreme court 
of Georgia in the income bond case for 
1907 was rendered on December 14, 1910, 
and Major Hanson, then president of 
the Central of Georgia railway, died 
on the following morning. 

“There was an unvoidable delay in 
filling the office of president, and I did 
not assume the duties of the presidency, 
until about the first of March. Having) 
had no connection with the previous 
litigation, I was in position to consider 
the difference with the income bold- 
holders with an open mind, and, as the 
final result of discussing the matter 
with counsel and with members of the 
executive committee and board of di- 
rectors, we have accepted in the utmost 
good faith the decision of the court in 
the 1907 case, and, with this object in 
view, the income accounts of the com- 
pany for the years 1908, 1909 and 1910, 
have been carefully considered and 
have been revised by crediting to the 
income account all items which under 
the decision of the supreme court of 
Georgia as to the year 1907 should be so 
credited. 

Amounts to Be Paid. 

‘“From this readjustment of the ac- 
counts, which has been made with the 
greatest care, it appears that the 
amounts which the company should 
now properly pay as interest on the in- 
come bonds are as follows: 

“For the fiscal year 1908, $397,478.45, 
which will pay the full interest on the 
first incomes and about 2.82 per cent on 
the second. For the year 1909, $92,- 
500.00, which will pay about 2.31 per 
cent on the first incomes, and for the 
year 1910 the same as 1909.

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MRS. GEORGE HINMAN WRITES 
| OF HOME OF ROMEO AND JULIET 


(For The Conetitution.) 

We are in Verona, the home of the 
Capulets and Montagues, where Romeo 
and Juliet lived and loved and died, 
where Dante fled for refuge when 
banished from Florence, where Paulo 
Veronese was born. We have said 
goodby to Germany and <Austrid and 
to the feathers of the Tyrol and sud- 
denly fing ourselves confronted with a 
strange tongue and strange peoples. It 
is astonishing how a few hours of 
travel can eo utterly transform all 
things. If the distinguishing féature 
of the Tyrol was the feather then is 
the distinguishing feature of our new 
land to be found in a king of cape 
commenly worn by the men, a full, 
long V cap thrown jauntily over the 
shoulder and looking a little like the 
old Roman toga and very much like 
the garment ‘worn by the villain in the 
melodrama. Capes are worn in vari- 
ous guises by the Italian soldier also, 
who seems to have an easier time than 
the German or Austrian soldier and is 
to be seen at all hours of the day 
loitering or walking about. The va- 
riety of their dress, and especially of 
the cape, is quite remarkable. 

One’s first impression of a country is 
often a lasting one and our first one 
of Italy was so very pleasant that I 
shall alwaye have a kindly feeling for 
the Italian people. As we neared the 
borders the conductor began to ask 
some questions in the new language. 
Immediately a very beautiful Italian 
woman with the most charming voice 
and gracious manners came out from 
her apartment and soon had the whole 
question adjusted for us. It was a 
very friendly thing to do and gave us 
a feeling ef comfort which we ap- 
preciated much. 

Place in History. 

Verona has its own place in-the his- 
tory of architecture,and many of these 
works are atill to be seen, though their 
glory is dimmed ang their beauty de- 
cayed. In painting, too, Verona has 
its place, but its greatest painter, Paul 
Veronese, is not to De und here, as 
most of his work was done in Venice. 
Verona rose to great power under the 
Scaligers, whose crest, a ladder, is 
often to be seen here—the ladder indi- 
cated their rise from a family of no 
Importance to one of greatest power. 
One of the Scaligers, Cangrande, was a 
man of fine intellect and to his court 
came many men of letters and art. It 
was to him that Dante fled when ban- 
ished from Florence and the palace 
where the poet lived with his benefac- 
tor is shown yet. A fine equestrian 
statue of Cangrande in the art gal- 
lery gives him a handsome face with 
a jaunty and rather scoffing air. 

The Roman Coliseum. 

Verona’s finest relic of the past is 
its great arena, built before the Roman 
Coliseum, but still In a splendid state 
of preservation. If it could speak’ 
what a story it could tell. Used first 
for gladiatorial contests (though most- 
ly between beasts and seldom between 
man ang beast) it was later used as a 
field for jousts and tournaments. These 
were more and more lavish until they 
finally became so extravagant that 
they could go no further. Again it was 
used for gladiatorial contests and royal 
visitors were entertained.in this way. 
When Napoleon visited Verona in 1805 
a great contest was arranged. Many 
fine dogs trained for the purpose were 
pitted against an infuriated bull. As 
one by one these intelligent and beau- 
tiful animals was conquereg by the 
bull Napoleon cried out, “Send two of 
the dogs.” These were both slain and 
Napoleon cried, “Send three.” The three 
were slain. “Then Napoleon demanded 
that the whole remaining pack . be 
serit out at’ one time, and then only 
was tHe buil conquered, A friend and 
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advisor of ghe great general's turned to: 
rae . be 


ie 


him ang said, “Let this be a lesson to 
you.” Tn Yate years the arena has 
been .used in more humane ways; great 
charity fairs have taken place here, 
many events of. political interest—it 
was here that the first king of Italy 
Was greeted by’ the Veronese Tist 
lately the semi-annual horse fair has 
been ‘given here. And so as time goes 
on this monument of the-past will wit- 
ness many more interesting and his- 
tory-making spectacles. 
The Adige River. 

From our windows we look down 
upon the swift-flowing Adige. It is 
too rapid and shallow for navigation, 
but the people of Verona use the force 
of the current in a curious way. Rows 
of strange-looking, flat-bottomed boats 
securely anchored by chains, with mills 
bullt on them, prove on inspection to 
be equipped with water wheels, which 
are turned by the swift current and 
furnish power for grinding corn. 

Even in its mildest moments this 
river is a turbulent stream. It rises 
in the Tyrol, not far from the Rhine, 
and as it continues on its course to- 
ward the Adriatic: sea it gathers unto 
itself many mountain streams. until it 
at last becomes a wild river. In the 
spring, when the snows meit, it is a 
raging mass of water and in times past 


jhas wrought much havoc in Verona, 


flooding miles of land and destroying 
much life and property. After a par- 
ticularly: bad flood in the latter part 
of the nineteenth century the citizens 
determined to suffer no more from this 
river and they built a very fine wall 
on both sides, the finest we have seen 
anywhere. Since then they have re- 
mained secure from floods; but the city 
was so damaged, say the Veronese, 
that it lost much of its beauty. The 
church of St. Zeno, with its art treas- 
ures, was miraculously saved from in- 
jury during this flood, the interior be- 


ing untouched by the water which sur-} 


rounded it ever above the 
the open. windows and doors. 

Here and there are gates opening to 
the steps which lead down to the river 
and from our windows we see Many 
women Kneeling on the shore and 
washing their clothes, scrubbing them 
with a brush on boards slanting down 
into the water. Sometimes they beat 
them with a stick. It is very interest- 
ing and picturesque. All along the 
shore are lfttle lines with clothes hung 
out to dry. 


The Home of Juliet. 


We have seen the home of the Capu- 
lets and the window to which Romeo 
climbed. The house is a very plain 
one, quite like other ones in the block, 
and the little balcony from the win- 
dow high up from the ground in the 
third = ob is extremely unromantic 
and prosaic. A tablet.over the door 
tells that this was the home of Juliet, 
whose sad story has moved many gen- 
tle hearts to tears. A balcony scene 
in the theater arranged according to 
life would be quite commonplace and 
attractive. Juliet’s grave, too, is ex- 
ceedingly unromantic and looks as 
though it might have been put there 
as an afterfhought to interest the 
traveling public. I make:it a rule to 
accept as unquestionable truth all the 
pretty stories and legends that present 
themselves to me, but in regard to 
Juliet’s tomb I decided to make an 
exception. 


A City of the Past. 


As we go about the city we realize 
that it lives much in its past, and it 
impresses us as being more beautiful 
in history and postal cards than in re- 
ality. All those interesting old pal- 
aces have many beautiful Fetails and 
on studying them present new charms, 
but a casual glance shows so much 
dinginess and decay, so much dirt and 
neglect that we feel thankful that we 
live in a city without so much past 
and with more present to work for.

IN COMING GUTHRIE LECTURES

Zola has said that some of the great- 
est pages in French literature are not 
even right In their grammar. “They are 
great because of their personality.” 
This comment recurred to my mind last 
fall when listening to a lecture on the 
drama by Dr. William Normen Guthrie, 
and I have thought of it every time Dr. 
Guthrie’s name has been meAtioned 
gzgince, and particularly of late, for this 
week Dr. Guthrie is coming to us 
again. , 

Those who have heard many noted 
lecturers tell me that none Sf them has 
just that peculiar electric quality so 
invigoratingly present in Dr. Guthrie— 
and this in spite of the fact that there 
fe nothing amiss with his grammar! 
We may not agree with him always; 
we may even be a little ruffled by his 
decided way of demolishing pet theo- 
ries and his cavalier treatment of some 
of our dearest idols, but our brains 
fairly tingle im response to his sug- 
gestive, energetic, eloquent delivery 
which is the brilliant vehicle for origi- 
nal and searching thought. His audi- 
ence cannot sit passive, it must re- 


spond, whether in sympathy or disap- 
proval, but a decided response there 
must be. 

After last year’s lecture, I asked a 
friend how he liked the speaker and 
the address. He answered with a flash 
in his eye, “I liked him so well and he 
set such a multitude of ideas ferment- 
ing in my head that I simply had to 
find a listener at once with whom to 
discuss the lecture. My wife turned 
to her friends with social greetings, 
and all the preliminaries of conserva- 
tion so irritated me that I fled to a 
distant corner, dragging in my wake 
an old ‘newspaper chum whom TI fixed 
with my ‘glittering eye’ and held se- 
curely until I had forced a discussion 
of every point I could*remember in the 
address. I had to* talk about it, in 
earnest, then and there, though doubt- 
less I was catalogued as the wild man 
in the assembly, ‘so lacking in polish, 
don’t you know.’” 

Well, all of us felt just that way, 
but were perhaps too conventional to 
show it. Why can’t we be more direct 
and natural? Enthusiasm is one of the

Nissen Wanted Throat Cat. 

was in 1850 the first grave was 
dug in Oakland for others than the re- 
interred bodies, and it was dug for 
James Nissen, a native of Sweden, who 
had come te Atlanta. Mr. Nissen was 
a consumptive and comparatively a 
young man, who had a great horror 
of death, and fought that inevitable 
chapter in his life with a remarkable 
vigor. Not only did he have a hor- 
ror of death, but he had even a great- 
er horror with him all through lfe— 
that he might not be dead when 
buried, that he might be buried alive. 

At that time Atlanta had but one sur- 
geon, Dr. Charles;:D’Alvigny, father of 
Dr. Charles D’Alvigny so long connected 
with the city government. Many years 
before he died, Mr. Nissen visitéd Dr. 
D’Alvigny, who had been a surgeon 
under Napoleon and who was banished 
because of that from France, and, re- 
lating his great fear of being placed 
under ground before life was extinct, 
exacted from the. surgeon a solemn 
promise that he, the surgeon, would 
open his jugular vein at the grave side 
to make impossible what he so greatly 
feared. Atlanta was small in those days 
anu the compact between the druggist 
and the surgeon became widely and 
generally Known, but as time passed 
it was forgotten. 

Wondered If He Would De It. 

Death finally came to the druggist 
and instantly the old contract was re- 
vived and’ many wondered whether “or 
not Dr. D’Alvigny would live up to his 
agreement with a man who was dead.

Story ef General Lee's Mother. 

While history doés not recount it, 
a story has been published to the 
effect that the mother of General Rob- 
ert E. Lee, the great leader of the 
south, was entombed alive. The story 
was first published in a Virginia paper 
and was extensively copied throughout 


a dazzling effect. There was no blood 
on the blade and Dr. D’Alvigny wiping 
the blade upon his coat sleeve mo-| 
tioned fo the undertaker to go ahead; 
with the burial. 

“For.” said “Dr. D’Alvigny, “no one! 
was ever deader than poor Nissen.” \ 

Drew a Large Crowd. 

The blade had cut in two the jugular 
and from the orifice made three small, 
round, hard globules of blood oozed out 
—nothing more. 

“That,” said Dr. Charles D’Alvigny, 
son of the old surgeon, “was all there 
was to it. It was the first burial in 
Oakland and it drew a large crowd. I 
was a boy then, ten years of age, but I) 
was on hand when theburial took place 
and saw my father ‘cut poar Nissen’s 
throat.’ But the people talked about it 
for a long time after the Nissen family 
had left Atlanta,-the widow going back 
to her native home.” 

The old stone is not only worn and 
gray with age and weather, but it leans 

t an angle and unless given some at- 
tention shortly will soon be flat upon 
che ground over the grave in which 
rests the first body buried in Oakland 
cemetery. 

Failed to Commit Suicide. 

“Theré was a peculiar and décidedly 
amusing sequence to that Nissen fun- 
eral,” said Dr. Charles D’Alvigny, as 
he concluded the recital of the first in- 
terment in Oakland. “‘Dr. Nissen had a 
clerk, a poung man, and after Nissen’s| 
death that clerk courted the wiidow and 
wanted to marry her but she would not 
have it so. One day father got a tele- 
gram from that clerk sent from Martet- 
ta. In it he advised father of his re- 
jection and saying that he would kill 
himself, asked father to Unotify his 
friends in Atlanta’ so that they might 
meet: his body at the’ depot when the 
train got in. He was particularly anx- 
ious for father to meet the train on 
which he said his body would come to 
Atlanta. Well, when -that train came 
into the old car shed father was there 
as were a number of that clerk’s 
friends. The hearse was outside wait- 
ing to carry the body to ghe cemetery 
for burial. You can imagine the sur- 
prise given that group of friends when 
that clerk stepped off that train as 
chipper and healthy as ever. It enraged | 
the. assembly and Yather felt outraged! 
at what he then considered a practical 
joke by that clerk. Father jumped af 
himandI guess he’d have pounged him 
good and hard if the railroad men had 
not interfered. -Now: that’s a true story, 
so help me goodness.” 

A talk with several ‘Atlanta physi- 
cians during which the Nissen incident 
was relat@éd developed that there are 
many, Many people who are afraid of 
being buried alive and that’ the number 
has not decreased so greatly since em- 
balming has become so frequent. 

Fear of Living Burial. 

“For,” said one physician, “there are 
many people.who exact promises from 
relatives nof to allow embalming, 
knowing that~if life is really not ex- 
tinct that the process will produce 
death. On the other hand they exact 
another promise that burial shall be de- 
ferred just as long as possible, some of 
them making a year the time limit.” 

Atlanta had a case of this kind not 
long ago, the Aideres of that burying- 
alive fear beipg a prominent, well- 

own and wealthy citizen. He made 

family premise that he should not 
be embalmed, that his body should ‘be 
kept at his home at least two weeks 
fand that it should 
vault. for at least t 
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the country. Dr. John E. White, pas- 
tor of the Second Baptist church on 
Washington street, related the story 
once from his pulpit and read a clip- 
Ping from The. Philadelphia Press. 
That clipping follows: 

“This, the one hundred and first an- 
hiversary of the birth of General Rob- 
crt F., Lee, recalls the little known fact 
that he wes born more than a year 
after his mother had been buried, 
furnishing to the world one of the 
most astonishing cases of reviviscence 
on record, 

“General Lee’s mother was by no 
mcans an ertirely healthy woman, and 
the physician at Stratford, Va the 
home of Henry Lee (Light Horse Har- 
ry), was Kept in almost constant at- 
tendance. Mrs. Lee suffered from cat- 
alepsy, and during a prolonged trance 
she was pronounced dead. The .body 
was prepared for interment, and the 
morning of the third day after her 
supposed death the remains were 121d 
to rest in the family vault tm the 
|! graveyard of that pretty little Virginia 
village. 

“While the sexton was cleaning up 
and arranging some fresh flowers to 
be placed on the casket, he heard a 
faint voice as 
calling for assistance. 

“Of course, the old man was some- 
what alarmed, but as he had seen many 
years of service in the ‘city of the 
dedi,’ he did not leave the vauit. He 
listened closely and the voice was dis- 
tinctly heard again. 

“Becoming satisfied that the voice 
came from within the casket, he at 
once set to work and opened it, dis- 
covering that Mrs. Lee was alive. He 
then summoned assistance and witrin 
a short time she was safe in bed at 
her own home. 

“Mrs. Lée’s recoverey was slow, but 
she did regain good health and a little 
more than a year after she was buried 
alive her youngest son, Robert E., was 
born, and thus came into the world one 
of her bravest men and greatest gen- 
erals.—Philadelphia Press.” 

If that story be true—and Dr, White 
believes it—-it shows how closely the 
south came to having no Lee.

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GEORGIA WEEVIL PROVES 
OF COWPEA-POD VARIETY 


Dr. E. L. Worsham, state entomolo- 
gist, is daily in recefpt of letters from 
south Georgia and oftentimes speci- 
mens of the insect which is just now 
doing damage to young cotton, which 
many fear is the boll weevil, but which 
he has recognized as the cowpea pod 
weevil. This weevil, while it is doing 
some damage to the growing cotton, 
is not so destructive and damaging as 
the boll weevil and only lasts a few 
days when it does appear. The first 
notice of its advent came from Cor- 
dele; a second notice came Friday 
from Claxton, and still others arrived 
yesterday. 

Dr. Worsham states that cowpea pod 
weevil generally attacks a field which 
the year before had been planted with 
cowpeas and the insects were left 
there, then, but this does not always 
follow. 

In speaking of the insect, Dr. Wor- 
sham said: “The cowpea pod weevil 
does not generally last more than two
